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THIS  IS  WORK  IN  PROGRESS: 

Many  of  the  details,  from  the  start  of  stereo  recording  until  the  late- 1970s,  were 
taken  from  pre-session  schedules,  which  were  the  best  source  then  available. 

At  the  end  of  2008,  Andrew  Dalton  found  the  corresponding  post-session 
producers’  reports  (“long  sheets”),  which  show  that  there  were  often  changes  to 
the  allocation  of  producers  and  engineers  to  mono  or  stereo  responsibilities,  or 
to  specific  works  within  a group  of  sessions.  In  addition  there  may  have  been  a 
few  changes  of  venue  and  minor  adjustments  of  dates  or  repertoire  details. 
Work  on  this  source  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  2009.  If  your  interest  is  in 
producer  / engineer  credits,  you  are  advised  to  await  a revised  edition.  Other 
amendments  will  be  listed  in  the  next  edition. 


A draft  INDEX  of  REPERTOIRE  is  in  an  accompanying  file 
- it  may  be  of  use  in  checking  composers’  names  and  dates. 

Full  INDEXING  by  both  REPERTOIRE  and  ARTISTS  may  be  added  later. 

HELPFUL  HINT: 

If  you  want  to  find  complete  recordings  of  operas,  search  for  the  name  of  a 
character,  rather  than  the  name  of  the  opera,  thereby  by-passing  excerpts.

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SOURCES 


The  discography  is  the  culmination  of  thirty  years  work  by  various  hands. 
Malcolm  Walker,  who  was  then  the  editor  of  “Gramophone”,  had  the  idea  of 
marking  Decca’s  fiftieth  anniversary  in  1979  and  invited  Brian  Rust  to 
undertake  the  initial  research.  Working  from  hand- written  office  files,  he 
compiled  a numerical  list  of  around  thirty  thousand  matrices,  covering  a 
thousand  pages  of  typescript.  Producing  a publishable  version  proved 
impracticable  before  the  advent  of  word-processors,  but  in  2000  Rust’s  work 
was  used  as  the  basis  of  the  section  of  this  study  covering  UK  made  78rpm 
recordings.  During  the  1980s  and  ’90s,  Malcolm  Walker  himself  undertook 
further  research  on  the  studio  day  reports  at  Decca  Head  Office,  unearthing 
many  of  the  production  and  engineering  credits,  besides  adding  the  post-war 
Swiss,  Dutch  and  French  matrix  series  and  UK  LP  numbers.  Over  the  same 
period,  Michael  Gray  worked  on  the  Session  Return  Sheets  for  the  1950s, 
bringing  in  the  Viennese,  Italian  and  Scandinavian  recordings,  and  extending 
overall  coverage  to  1979.  He  also  supplied  the  US  LP  numbers.  Philip  Stuart 
collated  and  edited  all  this  material,  supplementing  it  with  his  own  research  into 
the  Artists’  Cards  and  Label  Registers  in  the  Decca  archives  in  Chiswick.  He 
added  the  Viennese,  Italian  and  Rosengarten  matrix  series,  US  78rpm  numbers 
(mainly  taken  from  “WERM”  and  the  Rigler  Deutsch  Index)  and  all  release 
dates.  He  also  researched  the  French-made  discs  of  1930-31,  all  the  post- 1980 
recordings  and  all  CD  issues  including  transfers  on  non-Decca  labels.

It  includes  sessions  undertaken  by  Decca  production  teams  in  association  with 
Telefunken  in  Germany  and  Polyphon/Tono  in  Denmark,  recordings  for  the 
subsidiary  labels  Argo  [669  entries]  and  L’Oiseau-Lyre  [434  entries],  sessions 
for  RCA  [ 142  entries]  and  Vox  [19  entries]  (whilst  Decca  was  their  UK 


licensee)  and  recordings  made  for  independent  clients  including  Reader’s  Digest 
[110  entries]  and  Lyrita  [122  entries].  A few  independently  made  recordings 
licensed  to  Decca  for  their  first  release  are  also  included,  as  are  some  live 
performances  by  Decca  artists  (notably  Kathleen  Ferrier  and  Benjamin  Britten) 
obtained  from  radio  stations.  Videos  made  by  Decca  production  teams  are  listed, 
as  are  video  counterparts  to  audio  recordings,  plus  some  videos  featuring  artists 
contracted  to  Decca. 

Some  of  Decca’ s overseas  branches  broke  away,  French  Decca  being  sold  to 
Edison  Bell  in  the  1930,  Dutch  Decca  evolving  into  Philips  in  the  1950s  and 
American  Decca  (known  as  Brunswick  in  the  UK)  being  absorbed  by  MCA  in 
1959.  Their  products  are  generally  excluded,  as  are  recordings  licensed  for  UK 
or  US  issue  from  labels  such  as  Polydor,  Fonit  & Ultraphon  in  the  1930s,  MK 
(USSR)  during  World  War  II,  Selmer  (France)  in  the  1950s,  Kapp  (USA,  on 
Ace  of  Clubs)  & Erato  (France,  on  Argo)  in  the  1960s,  Vega  (France)  & CIME 
(Italy)  in  the  1970s  and  Discos  Columbia  (Spain)  from  1957  until  the  1980s, 
plus  a few  East  German  recordings  issued  in  the  US  in  1969-71.  Recordings 
made  by  Delyse  and  reissued  on  Decca  labels  in  1972-73  and  British  Council 
sponsored  recordings  originally  issued  by  Pye  or  HMV  are  also  omitted.  From 
1959  it  was  usual  to  distinguish  licensed  recordings  by  adding  “-R”  to  the 
prefix  of  the  UK  catalogue  number  and  by  inserting  an  “X”  at  the  beginning  of 
the  matrix  number.  Under  Polygram  ownership,  recordings  made  by  Deutsche 
Grammophon  or  Philips  occasionally  reappeared  in  Decca  compilations  and 
vice-versa.  Under  Universal,  Philips  was  gradually  absorbed  completely  and 
there  were  a few  transfers  from  other  labels  acquired  by  the  group  (eg:  from 
Koch  International  Classics  in  2003)  but  otherwise  slimming  down  was  the  rule, 
and  some  unwanted  recordings  were  sold  on  to  other  labels. 

Decca’ s top-price  labels,  though  primarily  devoted  to  what  the  company  for  a 
time  described  as  “permanent  music”,  were  occasionally  used  for  spoken  word 
and  world  music  recordings  outside  the  scope  of  this  survey.  “Permanent”  is 
itself  an  arguable  concept  in  terms  of  both  artists  and  repertoire.  Decca  made 
many  recordings  that  are  marginally  “classical”  and  some  discrimination  was 
considered  necessary:  arrangements  of  undisputed  classics  for  salon  orchestras, 
military  bands  and  cinema  organs  are  excluded,  as  are  most  arias  with  piano 
accompaniment.  Such  composers  as  Ketelbey,  German  and  Sullivan  are  treated 
selectively,  as  are  Christmas  carols,  English  and  Neapolitan  songs,  French  and 
Viennese  operettas,  film  music,  organ  recitals  and  instrumental  solos  in  the 
Kreisler  genre.  Little  trace  will  be  found  here  of  the  huge  number  of  Decca 
sessions  played  by  the  orchestras  of  Mantovani,  Stanley  Black  and  Salvador 
Camarata.  Some  unpublished  sides  by  little  known  artists,  which  were  probably 
no  more  than  auditions,  have  also  been  omitted. 

Owing  to  all  these  exclusions,  this  is  not  a complete  numerical  catalogue  of 
Decca  labels.  Moreover  single  discs  excerpted  from  sets  (such  as  opera 
highlights)  and  compilations  of  reissued  titles  do  not  appear,  as  normally  only 
the  first  UK  and  US  releases  of  a recording  in  a particular  format  are  listed 
(though  the  earliest  Decca  / London  release  of  ex-RCA  issues  is  also  shown). 


Consequently  labels  that  were  primarily  used  for  breaking  down  twelve-inch 
LPs  into  component  parts  (LW  and  CEP),  for  compilations  (SPA),  or  for 
reissues  (Ace  of  Clubs,  Ace  of  Diamonds,  Eclipse,  Jubilee,  Viva!,  Serenata)  are 
sparsely  represented  here.  First  transfers  from  78rpm  to  vinyl  and  from  both  to 
CD  are  included,  plus  first  Decca  transfers  where  preceded  by  another  label 
(whether  licensed  or  after  the  lapse  of  copyright).  In  the  absence  of  a UK  CD 
transfer,  Australian  or  Japanese  Decca  issues  are  listed.  In  the  absence  of  any 
CD  transfer,  digital  downloads  are  listed  in  italics:  this  format  being  used  from 
2007  for  some  Argo  and  L’Oiseau-Lyre  reissues. 


HISTORY:  TECHNICAL  and  MARKETING 


The  Decca  Record  Company’ s first  session  was  entrusted  to  Ambrose  and  his 
Orchestra  on  7 February  1929.  The  first  classical  recording  took  place  just  four 
days  later.  The  first  releases  were  announced  in  July  1929.  Twelve-inch  discs 
were  initially  priced  at  six  shillings  and  six  pence  [£0.33]  (S  prefix)  and  4s  6d 
(T)  but  it  was  quickly  apparent  that  Decca  could  not  compete  with  HMV  and 
Columbia  at  this  level.  The  higher  price  series  was  abandoned  within  three  or 
four  months  and  in  March  1930  Decca  re-launched  at  3s  6d  (K),  with  a 
reduction  to  2s  6d  in  April  1931.  The  ten-inch  equivalents  were  prefixed  A,  M 
and  F respectively,  with  prices  falling  from  4s  6d  to  Is  6d.  There  was  no  return 
to  the  top  end  of  the  market  until  1935  when  a five  shilling  label  (X)  was 
introduced.  Immediately  before  war  added  tax  to  record  prices,  Decca  was 
marketing  discs  at  six  shillings  (X),  four  shillings  (K),  three  shillings  (M),  and 
two  shillings  (F). 

Recording  continued  at  West  Hampstead  Studios  throughout  World  War  II, 
though  marketing  was  disrupted  by  a shortage  of  shellac.  Britain’s  economic 
position  in  the  immediate  post-war  years  then  meant  that  production  had  to  be 
channelled  into  exports.  In  consequence  many  discs  recorded  from  1944-49 
never  appeared  on  the  domestic  market,  or  their  UK  release  was  severely 
delayed.  These  are  marked  [Export]  or  [Switz],  as  issues  in  Switzerland  are 
relatively  well  documented.  For  the  company,  the  positive  results  of  the  war  far 
outweighed  such  minor  inconveniences.  Its  engineers  were  able  to  turn  their 
contribution  to  anti-submarine  warfare  into  ffrr  (full  frequency  range  recording) 
with  spectacular  results  from  Kingsway  Hall  sessions.  Meanwhile  most 
recording  contracts  had  expired  or  lapsed  during  the  hostilities,  so  that  many 
eminent  artists,  previously  exclusive  to  rival  labels,  could  be  enticed  by  Decca’ s 
technical  edge.  By  1950,  when  the  Vienna  Philharmonic  signed  up,  the  company 
had  an  artists’  roster  to  match  any  of  the  pre-war  majors,  a status  marked  by  the 
resumption  of  issues  on  the  top-price  gold  label. 

With  the  growing  popularity  of  auto-changers,  sets  were  released  in  optional 
manual  or  auto-couplings  from  1944,  then  in  auto-couplings  only  from 
November  1948.  But  by  then  American  Columbia  had  launched  the  vinyl  LP 
(long  playing)  disc  and  Decca  brought  it  to  Britain  in  June  1950.  The  established 
hierarchy  of  disc  sizes  and  prices  was  carried  over  wholesale,  with  LX,  LK,  LM 


and  LF  all  being  allotted  new  number  series.  The  slight  premium  charged  for  the 
classical  series  persisted  throughout  the  LP  era  (and  was  enhanced  from  1960 
with  a de  luxe  opera  series,  a move  copied  by  EMI  with  its  Angel  label)  but  ten- 
inch  LPs  were  discontinued  in  1966,  having  been  dropped  in  the  US  ten  years 
earlier.  After  initial  resistance  to  a two-speed  solution  to  the  problem  of  finding 
a suitable  format  for  shorter  works,  Decca  marketed  seven-inch  45rpm  singles 
from  1954  and  EPs  (extended  play)  from  1955.  But  the  advent  of  LPs  in  the 
same  price  range  (around  50p-65p)  from  such  labels  as  Saga  and  MfP  killed  off 
the  classical  seven-inch  disc  in  the  mid-1960s. 

Decca  started  recording  in  stereo  in  1954,  the  first  discs  appearing  in  both  the 
UK  and  the  US  in  1958.  To  avoid  confusing  purchasers,  mono  and  stereo 
versions  were  initially  given  quite  distinct  catalogue  numbers,  but  parallel 
numbering  was  adopted  in  September  1962  and  the  mono  alternative  terminated 
in  1969.  Decca’ s solution  to  the  continuing  exploitation  of  mono-only  back 
catalogue  - reissuing  it  at  half-price  on  the  Ace  of  Clubs  label,  thereby 
recapturing  a market  lost  to  mail-order  record  clubs  - was  a considerable  success 
in  the  UK,  less  so  in  the  US  where  Musical  Heritage  Society  (with  a substantial 
stereo  catalogue)  survived  and  the  Richmond  series  had  to  resort  to  newly  made 
stereo  recordings.  In  April  1965  Decca  responded  to  its  competitors  with  a 
bargain-priced  stereo  label  (Ace  of  Diamonds,  with  Stereo  Treasury  Series 
following  in  the  US  two  years  later)  and  from  1969  it  sought  to  reinvigorate  its 
older  recordings  with  fake  stereo  transfers  on  the  Eclipse  label. 

Recording  technology  had  moved  on  from  the  two  tracks  required  for  stereo  to 
multi-track  tape  machines  that  allowed  studio  re-balancing  and  re-mixing  of 
separate  components  of  the  music.  This  led  in  1962  to  the  Phase  Four  label, 
whose  ventures  into  symphonic  repertory  sold  (despite  some  critical 
disapproval)  well  enough  to  be  copied  by  EMI  with  its  Columbia  Studio  Two 
series  from  1966.  Samplers  - compilations  of  excerpts  - were  originally  supplied 
to  record  dealers  for  in-store  demonstrations,  but  in  1968  Decca  realised  that  this 
marketing  tool  was  itself  marketable,  hence  “The  World  of...”  series,  which  ran 
to  more  than  five  hundred  LPs,  still  to  be  seen  in  charity  shops  throughout  the 
land.  An  increasing  demand  for  complete  sets  of  works  was  met  most 
spectacularly  by  a Haydn  project  running  from  1969-77  that  encompassed  the 
symphonies  (the  first  cycle  by  a major  record  company  and  still  one  of  the  few 
to  be  completed),  the  string  quartets  and  the  piano  music.  The  practice  of  pricing 
sets  by  simply  multiplying  the  label  price  by  the  number  of  discs  survived  until 
1971,  when  the  BB  (bargain  box)  prefix  was  introduced.  Five  years  later  all  sets 
were  individually  priced  with  the  same  D number  series  used  for  all  labels. 

The  idea  of  a label  dedicated  to  Early  Music,  well  established  in  Germany  with 
Archiv  and  Das  Alte  Werk,  was  adopted  in  November  1974  with  the  launch  of 
Florilegium.  It  flourished  with  the  popularity  of  “authentic  performances”  in  the 
1980s,  whilst  Headline,  an  attempt  to  do  something  similar  for  contemporary 
repertoire,  foundered  after  a couple  of  dozen  issues.  Decca  made  the  correct 
market  choices  regarding  both  quadraphony,  keeping  well  clear  of  it,  and  digital 
recording,  embracing  it  with  vinyl  issues  from  1979  and  launching  CDs  in 


March  1983.  Acquisition  by  Polygram  in  1980  linked  the  company  to  the  Philips 
and  Deutsche  Grammophon  labels  and  meant  the  loss  of  its  West  Hampstead 
studios  and  substantial  parts  of  its  archives  as  it  moved  from  Decca  House  to 
less  spacious  office  premises.  In  turn  the  sale  of  Polygram  to  Seagram  in  1998 
led  to  the  formation  of  Universal  Classics  and  Jazz  in  March  1999  and  Decca’s 
absorption  of  the  Philips  label.  UCJ  also  acquired  American  Decca  through 
MCA,  so  the  original  name  could  once  again  be  used  in  the  US,  obviating  the 
need  to  re-label  product  as  London  Records. 

Label  prefixes  had  been  adjusted  to  denote  the  use  of  digital  recording,  but 
before  long  all  the  previous  number  series  were  abandoned  in  favour  of 
Polygram’s  bar-code  based  international  six  digit  sequence,  with  a number 
suffix  indicating  the  format  and  letters  the  label  and  price  range,  plus  a further 
number  for  multiple  disc  sets.  As  LP  and  cassette  issues  lapsed,  the  .2  CD 
format  indicator  became  redundant  and  the  seventh  digit  was  used  to  provide  a 
ten-fold  increase  in  the  available  numbers  from  2004,  a useful  move  as  the  series 
took  in  other  UCJ  labels  such  as  ABC  Classics,  Accord  and  ECM.  Medium- 
price  CDs,  initially  labelled  Ovation,  appeared  in  1987,  to  be  followed  by 
Weekend  Classics  and  a succession  of  attempts  to  re-market  the  back  catalogue 
with  the  nostalgic  appeal  of  such  labels  as  The  Classic  Sound,  Legends,  The 
Originals  and  Heritage  Masters.  Bargain-priced  CDs  were  for  a time  delegated 
to  Belart  (1993-99)  and  Eloquence  (2000-2),  the  latter  then  taken  up  by  Decca’s 
Australian  branch  to  provide  first  CD  transfers  of  hitherto  overlooked 
recordings.  Other  series  (Gramophone  Awards,  Penguin  Rosette  and  Critics’ 
Choice)  drew  attention  to  recordings  that  had  attracted  favourable  reviews,  but 
evidently  insufficient  sales  to  remain  in  the  catalogue  at  full  price.  From  2003-6 
there  were  a few  sporadic  SACD  issues,  which  met  with  limited  market  interest. 

Decca  New  Line,  a 1988  attempt  to  locate  contemporary  repertoire  with  popular 
appeal,  foundered  after  a couple  of  years,  though  Michael  Nyman’s  recordings 
were  passed  on  to  the  revived  Argo  label  and  Ute  Lemper  became  one  of  the 
principal  voices  of  Entartete  Musik,  a bold  venture  into  a neglected  area  of 
twentieth  century  music.  The  general  crisis  in  the  industry  around  the  turn  of  the 
century  put  a stop  to  such  enterprise.  In  its  place  an  influx  of  “crossover”  artists 
and  soundtrack  albums  steered  the  label  back  towards  the  sort  of  market  it  had 
captured  in  the  Mantovani  era.  Decca’s  claim  to  be  “the  opera  label”  was 
sustained  by  a flow  of  recital  discs,  though  studio  versions  of  complete  operas 
virtually  ceased,  to  be  replaced  by  live  videos.  Symphonic  and  chamber  music 
sessions  dried  up  too,  other  than  as  occasional  vehicles  for  a handful  of  pianists 
and  violinists.  By  2009,  sets  marking  major  composer  anniversaries  drew  almost 
exclusively  on  back  catalogue,  whilst  Decca’s  monthly  classical  new  issues 
were  regularly  outnumbered  by  those  on  such  labels  as  Hyperion  and  Chandos.

RECORDING  DATES 


Various  discographers  who  have  worked  on  this  material  have  noticed  minor 
discrepancies  between  artists’  diaries  and  the  dates  given  in  Decca  files.  In  the 
78rpm  era,  Decca  probably  often  noted  the  date  when  paperwork  from  a session 
reached  the  office.  Following  the  adoption  of  recording  on  tape,  the  artists’  cards 
sometimes  have  two  conflicting  dates  - and  sometimes  no  date  at  all.  Wherever 
possible  sessions  have  been  dated  from  the  evidence  of  those  who  were  there  - 
artists,  producers  or  engineers.  In  the  absence  of  such  evidence,  notably  in  the 
case  of  some  Danish  and  Belgian  sessions,  and  some  licensed  material,  the  only 
available  date  may  be  the  office’s  date  for  the  receipt  of  an  edited  master, 
probably  several  months  after  the  sessions.  Hence  a recording  listed  as,  for 
example  (-Jly)  1972,  was  made  not  later  than,  but  perhaps  considerably  earlier 
than,  the  date  given. 


MATRIX  NUMBERS 


When  recordings  were  made  directly  on  to  wax,  matrix  numbers  were  usually 
allocated  during  the  session  and  consequently  they  are  quite  reliable  for  dating 
recordings  and  tracing  unpublished  sides.  Take  numbers  also  draw  attention  to 
sides  that  were  re-made.  Once  wax  was  replaced  by  tape,  delays  in  editing  prior 
to  the  allotment  of  numbers  could  disrupt  the  chronological  sequence  and  some 
recordings,  marked  for  issue  on  LP  only,  were  not  given  78rpm  numbers  at  all. 
From  late  in  1954,  when  it  was  clear  that  78s  were  obsolete,  numbers  were 
allocated  to  individual  titles,  movements,  or  even  complete  sides,  irrespective  of 
duration.  These  band  numbers  continued  with  the  same  prefixes  and  number 
series,  but  their  allocation  was  then  too  remote  from  the  session  to  date  it 
accurately.  So  too  the  matrix  numbers  for  LP  sides,  which  ran  in  a single 
numeric  sequence  prefixed  ARL  (mono),  ZAL  (stereo),  EAL  (electronic,  ie- 
fake,  stereo),  PZAL  (following  the  Polygram  takeover  in  1980),  PDZAL 
(digital)  or  ADZAL  (analogue  digitally  re-mastered). 

The  78rpm  matrix  numbers  began  at  1,  prefixed  by  MA  for  twelve-inch  sides  or 
by  MB  for  ten-inch.  From  October  1929,  sides  intended  for  export  were  prefixed 
FMA/FMB  and  from  September  1930  M was  replaced  by  G.  This  series  ended 
at  GB7730  when  the  studios  in  Chenil  Galleries,  Chelsea,  closed  in  March  1936. 
A second  series,  prefixed  KA/KB  and  running  from  1-245,  was  allotted  to 
recordings  made  between  1931-33  using  a mobile  unit.  A third  series,  prefixed 
TA/TB  and  running  from  1001-3663,  was  used  for  sessions  at  studios  in  a 
former  warehouse  in  Thames  Street,  which  was  taken  over  from  the  BBC  in 


June  1933  and  closed  in  May  1938.  Following  the  acquisition  of  Crystalate,  this 
prefix  was  altered  to  DTA/DTB  from  July  1937. 

In  March  1937  Decca  purchased  the  Crystalate  Gramophone  Record 
Manufacturing  Company  and  its  studios  in  Broadhurst  Gardens,  West 
Hampstead.  Ten-inch  matrices  made  there  for  the  Rex  label  since  1933  had  used 
the  numbers  F500-2243;  Decca  continued  the  series  but  changed  the  prefix  to  R 
or  DR  for  sides  intended  for  its  own  label,  adding  AR  for  twelve-inch  sides. 
Despite  the  replacement  of  wax  masters  by  tape  in  May  1949,  this  series 
continued  in  use  until  the  final  78rpm  releases  in  1959,  by  which  time  it  had 
reached  DR26636. 

The  first  overseas  recordings,  made  in  France  in  1930,  used  matrix  numbers 
beginning  at  1 and  prefixed  FA/FB  or  SA/SB,  perhaps  denoting  different  venues 
- some  of  the  former  are  labelled  “Enregistre  chez  Gaveau  a Paris”.  Post-war 
recordings  made  in  Switzerland  were  at  first  prefixed  ARS,  then  from  1947  SAR

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DISCOGRAPHY 


»0  GREAT  BRITAIN 


In  a business  where  exclusive  contracts  were  the  norm,  it  was  very  difficult  for  a 
newcomer  to  become  established  and  Decca’s  initial  roster  of  classical  artists 
was  unable  to  compete  with  established  rivals.  In  March  1932  an  agreement 
with  Polydor  provided  access  to  a substantial  catalogue  of  German  artists  and  a 
year  later  the  company  virtually  abandoned  classical  recording  to  concentrate  on 
dance  bands.  The  move  to  Thames  Street  Studios  provided  more  scope  for 
orchestral  sessions  and  a bold  policy  of  recording  contemporary  British  music 
enhanced  the  label’s  reputation.  The  newly  formed  Boyd  Neel  Orchestra  was 
signed  up  in  1934,  followed  by  the  Griller  String  Quartet  in  1935,  Clifford 
Curzon  in  1937,  Peter  Pears  in  1944,  Kathleen  Ferrier  in  1946  and  Julius 
Katchen  in  1947. 

War  broke  the  link  with  Polydor,  leaving  Decca  with  a respectable  catalogue  of 
chamber  music,  but  little  symphonic  repertoire.  Armed  with  ffrr  technology,  the 
company  began  to  remedy  this  in  1944,  engaging  Sidney  Beer’s  National 
Symphony  Orchestra  until  1947  and  the  misleadingly  named  New  Symphony 
Orchestra  (it  had  made  its  first  recordings  in  1909)  from  1948.  Neither 
developed  into  a house  band  to  rival  EMI’s  Philharmonia  and,  with  the  Royal 
Philharmonic  also  exclusive  to  EMI,  Decca  had  to  resort  to  the  LSO  and  the 
LPO,  both  in  rather  run-down  condition  in  the  post-war  years.  Meanwhile  every 
opportunity  was  taken  to  impress  visiting  continental  orchestras  with  ffrr 
sessions  and  it  was  evident  that  the  company  intended  to  transfer  much  of  its 
symphonic  work  to  Paris,  Amsterdam,  Geneva  and  Vienna  as  soon  as 
practicable.  London  was  left  with  cycles  of  Vaughan  Williams  and  Sibelius 
symphonies  in  the  early  1950s. 

Work  for  American  record  companies  (notably  Mercury  and  Everest)  helped  the 
LSO  to  raise  its  standards  and  convince  Decca,  by  around  1962,  that  the  finest 
symphony  orchestra  available  (with  the  arguable  exception  of  the  VPO)  could 
be  regularly  heard  at  the  Royal  Festival  Hall,  a few  minutes  walk  away  from  9, 
Albert  Embankment,  where  the  company  had  opened  Decca  House  as  its  new 
headquarters  in  1958.  Then  in  1964  the  New  Philharmonia,  disowned  by  Walter 
Legge,  began  to  record  for  Decca,  as  did  the  Academy  of  St. Martin  in  the  Fields, 
having  moved  from  L’Oiseau-Lyre  to  Argo.  With  the  English  Chamber 
Orchestra  and  RPO  also  available,  London  had  a short  spell  of  orchestral  pre- 
eminence before  Decca  started  shifting  sessions  to  North  America.  It  had  also 
added  Joan  Sutherland’s  sessions  to  its  traditional  operatic  repertoire  of  Sullivan 
and  Britten  and  maintained  its  importance  in  chamber  music  and  instrumental 
recordings,  particularly  with  Ashkenazy  from  1963  and  the  Philip  Jones  Brass 
Ensemble  on  Argo  from  1968. 


In  the  early  1970s  the  advent  of  Anthony  Rooley,  the  Consort  of  Musicke, 
Emma  Kirkby,  Christopher  Hogwood  and  the  Academy  of  Ancient  Music 
brought  a fresh  look  at  repertoire  from  Dowland  to  Purcell,  Handel,  Mozart  and 
eventually  Beethoven.  Solti  recorded  with  the  LPO  from  1972  and  the  National 
Philharmonic  was  booked  regularly  from  1974-84.  Also  during  the  1970s  the 
London  Sinfonietta’s  surveys  of  Schonberg  and  Janacek  were  recorded. 
Ashkenazy’s  second  career  as  a conductor  centred  initially  on  London,  with  the 
Philharmonia  from  1977  and  the  RPO  from  1987.  Philip  Pickett’s  New  London 
Consort  joined  the  Llorilegium  roster  in  1985  and  Argo’s  new  look  brought  in  a 
variety  of  ensembles  in  the  1990s.  But  after  an  LPO  Vaughan  Williams  cycle 
was  aborted  in  1997,  Decca’s  own  UK  recordings  comprised  little  more  than 
piano  music  and  recital  discs. 

Outside  London,  Argo  recorded  regularly  in  Cambridge  and  Oxford.  Decca 
engaged  the  Welsh  National  Opera  from  1980-96  and  the  Bournemouth 
Symphony  from  1990-96,  but  otherwise  made  little  use  of  regional  British 
orchestras.  By  the  time  they  raised  their  performing  standards  to  an  acceptable 
level,  Chandos,  Hyperion  and  Naxos  had  largely  replaced  the  old  majors  in  the 
market  for  orchestral  sessions.

VENUES 


One  hundred  and  seventy  different  venues  were  used,  eighty-eight  in  the  London 
area  and  eighty-two  elsewhere  in  Britain,  but  only  one  in  ten  (those  in  bold) 
hosted  thirty  or  more  entries,  whilst  seventy  were  only  visited  once. 

LONDON  AREA 

ABBEY  ROAD  STUDIOS,  St.John’s  Wood,  London  NW8  (1931),  initially 
restricted  to  EMI  labels,  were  opened  to  all  from  1968.  Decca  recorded  there 
once  the  following  year,  then  (after  the  closure  of  their  own  West  Hampstead 
Studios)  returned  for  a wide  variety  of  music  from  1983-99  and  once  more  in 
2008.  [55  entries] 

AIR  [Associated  Independent  Recordings]  STUDIOS,  LYNDHURST  HALL, 
Lyndhurst  Road,  Hampstead,  London  NW3  (1992)  were  converted  from  a 
Congregational  Church  (1884)  to  replace  the  premises  overlooking  Oxford 
Circus  and  used  for  eight  recordings  from  1993-2003. 

AIR  [Associated  Independent  Recordings]  STUDIOS,  214,  OXFORD  STREET, 
London  W1  (1965)  were  created  for  George  Martin  from  a fourth-floor  ballroom 
in  retail  / residential  property  (1927).  They  hosted  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary 
music  recordings  in  1990,  but  closed  two  years  later  when  AIR  moved  to 
Lyndhurst  Hall. 


ALL  HALLOWS  Church,  Shirlock  Road,  GOSPEL  OAK,  London  NW3  (1889) 
was  used  for  three  vocal  recordings  in  1998  and  2005. 

ALL  HALLOWS  Church,  138,  Chertsey  Road,  TWICKENHAM,  Middlesex 
(1940)  was  visited  in  1950  to  record  an  historic  organ  (Renatus  Harris,  1700) 
that  had  originally  been  in  All  Hallows,  Lombard  Street. 

ALL  SAINTS  Church,  Durham  Road,  EAST  FINCHLEY,  London  N2  (1892) 
was  the  venue  for  a single  Argo  chamber  music  recording  in  1990-91. 

ALL  SAINTS  Church,  Bute  Avenue,  PETERSHAM,  Richmond,  Surrey 
(1908)  was  in  regular  use  from  1973-79,  particularly  for  chamber  music  and 
piano  recordings.  The  building  was  sold  for  conversion  into  a private  residence 
in  1996.  [76  entries] 

ALL  SAINTS  Church,  Franciscan  Road,  TOOTING,  London  SW17  (1906), 
frequented  by  many  other  labels,  was  used  on  just  four  occasions  in  1973,  1974, 
1977  and  1998. 

ALL  SOULS  Church,  LANGHAM  PLACE,  London  W1  (1824)  was  visited  for 
a choral  recording  in  1957  and  an  organ  recording  in  1977,  shortly  after  the 
instrument  was  rebuilt  by  Harrison  & Harrison. 

ALMEIDA  THEATRE,  Almeida  Street,  ISLINGTON,  London  N1  (1890),  a 
300  seat  venue,  staged  a live  recording  of  Ute  Lemper  in  1989. 

ANGEL  Recording  STUDIOS,  311,  Upper  Street,  ISLINGTON,  London  N1 
(1980)  were  rebuilt  from  a United  Reformed  Church,  originally  Islington  Chapel 
(1888)  and  used  for  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary  music  recordings  in  1995. 

BARBICAN  CONCERT  HALL,  Silk  Street,  London  EC2  (1982),  a 2000  seat 
hall  home  to  the  LSO,  was  the  venue  for  a 1989  video  recording. 

BARKING  ASSEMBLY  HALL,  Broadway,  Barking,  Essex  (1961)  was  chosen 
for  just  six  recordings  (five  of  them  for  Phase  Four)  from  1971-76;  it  later 
became  a theatre  and  was  rebuilt  as  The  Broadway  in  2004. 

Unidentified  BBC  STUDIOS,  LONDON,  were  used  for  two  televised  piano 
recitals  recorded  in  1959  and  1968  and  two  other  recordings  in  1977  and  1990. 

BBC  TELEVISION  CENTRE,  Wood  Lane,  Shepherd’s  Bush,  London  W12 
(1960)  was  the  venue  for  a televised  opera  recording  in  1966. 

BLACKHEATH  CONCERT  HALLS,  Lee  Road,  London  SE3  (1895)  include  a 
700  seat  hall  rescued  from  dereliction  in  1979.  Though  regularly  used  by 
Chandos  and  other  labels,  it  was  visited  on  just  three  occasions  from  1990-94. 


BRENT  TOWN  HALL.  See  WEMBLEY  TOWN  HALL. 


BROADCASTING  HOUSE,  Portland  Place,  LONDON  W1  (1932)  included  a 
700  seat  Concert  Hall,  used  for  three  BBC  recordings  in  1952  and  1974,  that 
was  converted  into  the  BBC  Radio  Theatre  in  1995. 

CARLTON  ROOMS,  140,  MAIDA  VALE,  London  W9  (1913),  originally  the 
Maida  Vale  Picture  Palace  (until  1940),  were  used  for  three  recordings  in  1955, 
then  as  a bingo  hall  from  1961  and  the  Islamic  Centre  England  from  1998. 

CHELSEA  TOWN  HALL,  King’s  Road,  London  SW3  (1886)  is  adjacent  to  the 
Chenil  Galleries  and  was  used  on  seven  occasions  in  1932-33.  Since  1965  it  has 
housed  a public  library. 

CHENIL  GALLERIES,  181-183,  King’s  Road,  CHELSEA,  London  SW3 
(1925),  originally  an  arts  centre  closed  in  1927,  was  Decca’s  first  home  base, 
used  for  most  of  its  sessions  from  1929-36.  The  building,  acquired  by  the  local 
council  in  1947  and  let  as  retail  premises,  was  disused  by  2008.  [88  entries] 

CHRISTCHURCH,  Flood  Street,  CHELSEA,  London  SW3  (1838)  was  visited 
for  six  small-scale  recordings  from  1974-79. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  Christchurch  Park,  SUTTON,  Surrey  (1888)  was  the  venue 
for  a single  Folio  Society  recording  in  1978. 

CONWAY  HALL,  Red  Lion  Square,  HOLBORN,  London  WC1  (1929),  a 500 
seat  lecture  hall  belonging  to  South  Place  Ethical  Society,  hosted  three  varied 
recordings  in  1931,  1957  and  1974. 

CHURCH  STUDIOS,  145,  Crouch  Hill,  CROUCH  END,  London  N8  (1982) 
were  adapted  from  Corbin  Memorial  Hall  (1893),  formerly  part  of  Park  Chapel, 
and  used  for  ten  chamber  and  instrumental  recordings  from  1988-91. 

CTS  [Cine-Tele  Sound]  STUDIOS,  Engineers  Way,  WEMBLEY,  Middlesex, 
originally  The  Music  Centre,  De  Lane  Lea  Studios  (1971)  were  visited  for  seven 
recordings  from  1985-96.  The  building  was  demolished  in  2004  during  the 
redevelopment  of  Wembley  Stadium. 

FENTON  HOUSE,  Hampstead  Grove,  HAMPSTEAD,  London  NW3  (1693) 
houses  the  Benton  Fletcher  Collection  of  historic  musical  instruments,  some  of 
which  were  recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1980. 

HIPPODROME,  North  End  Road,  GOLDERS  GREEN,  London  NW1 1 (1913), 
originally  a 1500  seat  music  hall,  was  converted  to  a BBC  studio  in  1968  that 
was  home  to  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra  from  1972.  Two  recordings  were  made 
there,  in  1989  and  1993,  but  the  orchestra  moved  out  in  2003  and  the  building 
became  the  El-Shaddai  International  Christian  Centre  four  years  later. 


HAM  HOUSE,  PETERSHAM,  Surrey  (1610)  was  visited  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in 
1981  to  record  historic  keyboard  instruments. 

RIVERSIDE  STUDIOS,  Crisp  Road,  HAMMERSMITH,  London  W6  (1935) 
closed  as  film  studios  in  1954  and  were  then  used  by  the  BBC.  Argo  licensed  a 
couple  of  keyboard  recordings  made  there  by  Riverside  Recordings  in  the  early 
1970s,  before  the  premises  were  turned  into  an  Arts  Centre  in  1975. 

HAMMERSMITH  TOWN  HALL,  King  Street,  London  W6  (1939)  was  used  for 
two  BBC  orchestral  recordings  in  1971. 

HENRY  WOOD  HALL,  Trinity  Church  Square,  Southwark,  London  SE1 
(1975)  was  rebuilt  from  the  derelict  Holy  Trinity  Church  (1824)  as  a rehearsal 
hall  and  was  used  for  all  kinds  of  recordings  from  1975-2005,  particularly  after 
the  closure  of  Kingway  Hall.  [110  entries] 

THE  HIT  FACTORY.  See  WHITFIELD  STREET  STUDIOS. 

HOLY  TRINITY  Church,  Prince  Consort  Road,  KENSINGTON,  London  SW7 
(1903)  was  visited  for  Argo  choral  recordings  on  four  occasions  from  1963-68. 

HYDE  PARK,  London  W2  was  the  scene  of  Pavarotti’s  1991  open  air  concert. 

The  Adam  Library,  KENWOOD  HOUSE,  Hampstead  Lane,  HAMPSTEAD, 
London  N6  (1769)  was  the  venue  for  two  recordings  made  for  RCA  in  1962-63. 

KINGSWAY  HALL,  Kingsway,  Holborn,  London  WC2  (1912)  was  built  as 
the  Methodist  West  London  Mission  and  had  been  hired  by  HMV  for  recordings 
since  1926.  Decca’s  first  sessions  came  in  1944  with  the  advent  of  ffrr  and  it 
was  the  favourite  venue  thereafter,  not  just  for  symphonic,  choral  and  operatic 
repertoire,  but  also  piano  and  chamber  music,  until  its  closure  in  1983.  Various 
schemes  for  refurbishment  and  alternative  use  came  to  nothing  and  the  derelict 
hall  was  demolished  in  1997.  [1168  entries] 

LIVERPOOL  VICTORIA  HALL,  Victoria  House,  37-63,  Southampton  Row, 
LONDON  WC1  (1928),  the  headquarters  office  of  the  Liverpool  and  Victoria 
Friendly  Society,  was  tried  out  for  three  recordings  in  1929,  but  presumably 
found  unsuitable  for  further  use. 

LONDON  OPERA  CENTRE,  490,  Commercial  Road,  STEPNEY,  London  El 
(1963)  was  built  as  the  Troxy  Cinema  (1933)  which  closed  in  1960  and  was 
transformed  by  the  Royal  Opera  into  a training  school  for  young  singers.  It  was 
used  on  ten  occasions  from  1964-73,  but  became  a bingo  hall  in  1992. 

MAIDA  VALE  STUDIOS,  Delaware  Road,  London  W9  (1934)  were  built  as 
the  Maida  Vale  Roller  Skating  Palace  and  Club  (1909),  which  was  converted  to 
broadcasting  studios  and  a base  for  the  BBC  Symphony  Orchestra.  They  were 
the  probable  venue  for  six  BBC  recordings  from  1949-74. 


METROPOLIS  Recording  STUDIOS,  70,  CHISWICK  High  Road,  London  W4 
(1989),  adapted  from  The  Power  House  (1901)  which  once  generated  electricity 
for  tramcars,  hosted  two  of  Argo’s  contemporary  music  ventures  in  1996-97. 

PRT  [Precision  Records  & Tapes,  formerly  Pye]  STUDIOS,  40,  Bryanston 
Street,  MARBLE  ARCH,  London  W1  (1958),  in  the  basement  of  ATV  House, 
were  visited  for  a 1990  soundtrack  before  the  site  was  redeveloped  in  2007. 

QUEEN  ELIZABETH  HALL,  South  Bank,  London  SE1  (1967),  a 900  seat 
concert  hall,  was  the  venue  for  seven  live  recordings  from  1967-96. 

REDWOOD  STUDIOS,  20,  Great  Chapel  Street,  SOHO,  London  W1  (1975),  in 
old  commercial  premises  converted  for  recording  and  film  work,  were  used  for  a 
New  Line  album  in  1988. 

ROSSLYN  HILL  CHAPEL,  Hampstead,  London  NW3  (1862)  was  a regular 
recording  venue  from  1975-81,  particularly  for  piano,  vocal  and  chamber  music. 
[47  entries] 

ROYAL  ALBERT  HALL,  Kensington  Gore,  London  SW7  (1871),  a mammoth 
5500  seat  hall,  was  the  source  of  ten  live  recordings  from  1949-98. 

ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  ORGANISTS,  Kensington  Gore,  London  SW7  (1876) 
was  visited  by  Argo  in  1969  to  record  organ  concertos  on  the  Hill,  Norman  & 
Beard  instrument  installed  the  previous  year. 

ROYAL  FESTIVAL  HALL,  Belvedere  Road,  South  Bank,  London  SE1  (1951), 
a 2900  seat  concert  hall,  was  the  venue  for  nine  live  recordings  from  1959-96 
and  for  three  recordings  of  the  organ  (Harrison,  1954)  from  1963-82. 

ROYAL  OPERA  HOUSE,  Bow  Street,  CO  VENT  GARDEN,  London  WC2 
(1858),  a 2200  seat  house,  was  visited  for  five  live  recordings  from  1975-2007. 

ST. ALB  AN’S  Church,  Brooke  Street,  HOLBORN,  London  EC1  (1863)  hosted 
a single  Argo  choral  recording  in  1980. 

ST.ANDREW’S  Church,  HOLBORN  Circus,  London  EC4  (1686)  was  the 
source  of  a 1968  BBC  broadcast. 

ST. AUGUSTINE’S  Church,  Kilburn  Park  Road,  KILBURN,  London  NW6 
(1877),  a regular  EMI  venue,  was  used  for  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary  music 
recordings  in  1992. 

ST.BARNABAS  Church,  Holden  Road,  WOODSIDE  PARK,  North  Finchley, 
London  N 12  (1914),  in  effect  a successor  to  All  Saints,  Petersham  and  Rosslyn 
Hill,  saw  frequent  sessions  from  1981-89.  [52  entries] 


ST.GEORGE  THE  MARTYR,  Queen  Square,  HOLBORN,  London  WC1 
(1706)  was  regularly  used,  mostly  for  solo  vocal,  instrumental  and  chamber 
music,  from  1968-83.  [58  entries] 

ST. GILES  CRIPPLEGATE,  Wood  Street,  Barbican,  London  EC2  (1550)  was 
visited  on  three  occasions  in  1970,  1976  and  2006,  initially  to  record  an  organ 
incorporating  parts  (Jordan  & Bridge,  1733)  from  St. Luke’s,  Old  Street. 

ST.JOHN’S  Church,  DOWNSHIRE  HILL,  HAMPSTEAD,  London  NW3 
(1823)  was  the  venue  for  a Folio  Society  recording  in  1977. 

ST.JOHN’S  Church,  SMITH  SQUARE,  Millbank,  London  SW1  (1728)  was 
converted  into  a 700  seat  concert  hall  in  1969  and  used  frequently  until  1991.  It 
was  a favourite  venue  for  the  Academy  of  St. Martin  in  the  Fields  and  latterly  for 
BBC  piano  recitals.  [151  entries] 

ST.JOHN  THE  EVANGELIST,  39,  Duncan  Ten-ace,  ISLINGTON,  London  N1 
(1873)  was  visited  for  four  recordings  from  1970-73,  including  concertos  and 
sonatas  on  the  organ  (Walker,  1963). 

ST.JUDE-ON-THE-HILL,  Central  Square,  HAMPSTEAD  Garden  Suburb, 
London  NW1 1 (1908)  was  favoured  for  choral  recordings  and  used,  mainly  by 
L’Oiseau-Lyre,  from  1974-92.  [31  entries] 

ST. LUKE’S  Church,  Sydney  Street,  CHELSEA,  London  SW3  (1824),  a few 
minutes’  walk  from  Chenil  Galleries,  was  used  for  a choral  recording  in  1935. 

ST. MARK’S  Church,  13-14,  NORTH  AUDLEY  STREET,  Mayfair,  London 
W1  (1828)  is  now  the  Commonwealth  Church.  Six  organ  recordings  were  made 
from  1947-50  on  an  instrument  (Rushworth  and  Dreaper,  1930)  that  was  moved 
to  Holy  Trinity,  Brompton,  in  1966. 

ST.MARTIN-IN-THE-FIELDS,  Trafalgar  Square,  London  WC2  (1726)  was  the 
venue  for  two  1929  recordings  of  an  organ  (Hill,  1869)  that  was  replaced  in 
1990;  Neville  Marriner’s  eponymous  Academy  did  not  record  there. 

ST. MARY’S  Church,  St.Marychurch  Street,  ROTHERHITHE,  London  SE16 
(1715)  was  visited  on  five  occasions  from  1973-77,  notably  for  concertos 
recorded  with  the  historic  organ  (Byfield,  1764). 

ST. MICHAEL’S  Church,  South  Grove,  HIGHGATE,  London  N6  (1832)  was 
used  for  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary  music  recordings  in  1992. 

ST. PAUL’S  CATHEDRAL,  Ludgate  Hill,  London  EC4  (1708)  was  visited  by 
Argo  to  record  the  choir  in  1985. 

ST. PAUL’S  Church,  DEPTFORD  High  Street,  London  SE8  (1730),  the  most 
recent  addition  to  this  list,  was  chosen  for  a single  recording  in  2008. 


ST. PAUL’S  Church,  Woodland  Road,  NEW  SOUTHGATE,  London  N1 1 
(1873)  was  used  seven  times,  principally  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre,  in  1978-79. 

ST. PAUL’S  GIRLS  SCHOOL,  Brook  Green,  HAMMERSMITH,  London  W6 
(1913)  hosted  a single  choral  recording  in  1991. 

ST. PETER’S  Church,  Bishopsford  Road,  MORDEN,  Surrey  (1932),  one  of 
engineer  Robert  Auger’s  regular  venues,  was  used  just  twice  in  1977  and  1989. 

ST. SILAS  the  Martyr,  Prince  of  Wales  Road,  KENTISH  TOWN,  London  NW5 
(1912)  was  visited  for  a single  choral  recording  in  1988. 

SAVOY  HOTEL,  Strand,  LONDON  WC2  (1889)  was  the  venue  for  a 1991  live 
video  recording  of  a recital  by  Cecilia  Bartoli. 

SC  ALA  THEATRE,  Charlotte  Street,  London  W1  (1905)  was  used  for  some 
film  music  sessions  in  1935.  It  was  demolished  in  1972  and  luxury  apartments 
now  occupy  the  site. 

SHEPPERTON  FILM  STUDIOS,  Studios  Road,  Littleton  Park,  Shepperton, 
Middlesex  (1932),  initially  Sound  City  Film  Producing  and  Recording  Studios, 
were  the  source  of  a 1950  soundtrack. 

SNAKE  RANCH  STUDIO,  90,  Lots  Road,  Chelsea,  London  SW10  (1980)  was 
adapted  from  part  of  an  engineering  works  (cl890)  and  used  for  two  of  Argo’s 
contemporary  music  recordings  in  1995  and  1997  before  closing  in  2004. 

SOUTHWARK  CATHEDRAL,  London  Bridge,  London  SE1  (1823)  hosted  a 
licensed  choral  recording  in  1979. 

The  TEMPLE  CHURCH,  Fleet  Street,  LONDON  EC4  (1240)  was  visited, 
mainly  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre,  on  nine  occasions  from  1987-2003. 

THAMES  STREET  STUDIOS,  89,  Upper  Thames  Street,  London  EC4,  in  a 
former  warehouse  taken  over  from  the  BBC  in  1933,  became  Decca’s  second 
home  base,  used  for  most  sessions  from  1934-38,  but  closed  following  the 
acquisition  of  the  West  Hampstead  Studios.  The  site,  beside  Cannon  Street 
Station,  is  now  occupied  by  Mondial  House.  [40  entries] 

TOLLINGTON  PARK  STUDIOS,  Tollington  Park,  London  N4  (1970), 
converted  from  the  basement  of  a Georgian  private  residence  ( 1 839),  were 
resorted  to  for  four  small-scale  recordings  from  1975-77.  Normally  used  for  pop 
music,  they  were  sold  and  renamed  Jam  Studios  in  the  1980s. 

VICTORIA  & ALBERT  MUSEUM,  Cromwell  Road,  South  Kensington, 
London  SW7  (1909)  was  visited  twice,  in  1975  and  1978,  to  record  historic 
keyboard  instruments  in  the  collection. 


VICTORIA  COTTAGE  [unidentified]  was  used  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1975. 

WALTHAMSTOW  ASSEMBLY  HALL,  Forest  Road,  London  E17  (1943) 
was  the  most  popular  of  the  civic  venues,  used  from  1946-97  as  an  alternative, 
and  eventually  successor,  to  Kingsway  Hall.  [395  entries] 

THE  WAREHOUSE,  13,  Theed  Street,  WATERLOO  EAST,  London  SE1, 
(1994),  derelict  commercial  premises  transformed  into  a rehearsal  base  for  the 
London  Festival  Orchestra,  was  used  for  a single  vocal  recording  in  1998. 

WATFORD  TOWN  HALL,  Rickmans  worth  Road,  Watford,  Hertfordshire 
(1940)  was  first  visited  in  1957  for  RCA  sessions  and  sporadically  thereafter 
until  2005.  Renamed  WATFORD  COLOSSEUM  in  1994,  it  had  been  a 
favourite  with  many  labels,  all  using  mobile  recording  units  until  2001,  when  a 
permanent  control  room  was  installed  by  CTS.  [54  entries] 

WEMBLEY  TOWN  HALL,  Forty  Lane,  Wembley,  Middlesex  (1940)  was  used 
on  just  three  occasions  in  1945-46,  as  Walthamstow  was  evidently  preferred. 
Though  it  became  a favourite  venue  for  Philips  and  other  labels,  Decca’s 
engineers  returned  only  for  a film  soundtrack  in  1969-70  and  once  more  in  1983, 
by  which  time  it  had  been  renamed  BRENT  TOWN  HALL. 

WEST  HAMPSTEAD  STUDIOS,  165,  Broadhurst  Gardens,  London  NW6 
(1933)  were  adapted  from  the  Falcon  Works  (1884)  to  recording  studios  for 
Crystalate  and  purchased  four  years  later  by  Decca  as  the  company’s  third  and 
final  home  base.  They  were  used  for  most  sessions  from  1938-44  but,  following 
the  adoption  of  ffrr,  were  deemed  unsuitable  for  symphonic  repertoire,  even 
after  rebuilding  to  provide  a larger  studio  which  opened  in  December  1961. 

With  the  sale  of  Decca  to  Polygram  they  closed  in  1980,  being  converted  to 
rehearsal  studios  for  English  National  Opera  and  renamed  Lilian  Baylis  House. 
[786  entries] 

WESTMINSTER  ABBEY,  Broad  Sanctuary,  London  SW1  (cl 390)  and  its 
organ  (Harrison  & Harrison,  1937)  were  used  for  three  Argo  recordings  from 
1963-65. 

WESTMINSTER  CATHEDRAL,  Ashley  Place,  Victoria  Street,  London  SW1 
(1903)  was  visited  to  record  the  Choir  three  times,  in  1958,  1960  and  1982. 

WHITFIELD  STREET  STUDIOS,  31-37,  Whitfield  Street,  London  W1  (1971), 
originally  CBS  (later  Sony)  Studios,  also  for  a time  known  as  THE  HIT 
FACTORY,  were  used  on  six  occasions  from  1977-94. 

WIGMORE  HALL,  36,  Wigmore  Street,  London  W1  (1901),  a 500  seat  recital 
hall,  was  the  venue  for  four  live  recordings  from  1963,  1982  and  2003. 


WOODFORD  PARISH  CHURCH,  High  Road,  South  Woodford,  London  El 8 
(1817)  was  visited  for  a pair  of  Folio  Society  recordings  in  1982. 

A few,  mostly  licensed,  recordings  were  made  at  unidentified  London  venues. 


ELSEWHERE  in  BRITAIN 


JUBILEE  HALL,  Crabbe  Street,  ALDEBURGH,  Suffolk  (1887)  was  a prime 
venue  for  the  Festival  prior  to  the  opening  of  Snape  Makings  and  the  source  of 
three  recordings  from  1956-65. 

ALDEBURGH  PARISH  CHURCH,  Victoria  Road,  Aldeburgh,  Suffolk  (1529) 
was  another  Festival  venue,  used  for  six  recordings  from  1953-67. 

CHURCH  OF  ST.PHILIP  NERI,  Parson’s  Hill,  ARUNDEL,  West  Sussex 
(1873)  was  used  for  an  Argo  choral  recording  in  1959,  six  years  before  it 
became  a cathedral. 

BATH  ABBEY,  Avon  (cl533)  was  visited  in  1978  for  a licensed  recording  of 
the  organ  (Hill,  Norman  & Beard,  1868-95). 

FESTIVAL  THEATRE  [unidentified],  BATH,  Avon  was  the  venue  for  a piano 
recital  broadcast  from  the  1986  Festival. 

QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY,  University  Road,  BELFAST  (1849)  hosted  a 
broadcast  piano  recital  in  1982. 

COLT  Clavier  COLLECTION,  BETHERSDEN,  near  Ashford,  Kent  (1944)  was 
visited  on  fourteen  occasions  from  1976-79. 

MOONMAN  STUDIOS,  BIRKENHEAD,  Wirral  were  used  for  one  of  Argo’s 
contemporary  music  recordings  in  1997. 

BBC  STUDIOS,  Pebble  Mill  Road,  BIRMINGHAM  (1971)  were  the  source  of 
two  broadcast  piano  recitals  in  1973  and  1985.  The  studios  closed  in  2004  and 
were  demolished  the  following  year. 

SYMPHONY  HALL,  Broad  Street,  BIRMINGHAM  (1991),  a 2200  seat  concert 
hall,  was  used  twice  in  1995  to  record  the  city’s  orchestra. 

TOWN  HALL,  Victoria  Square,  BIRMINGHAM  (1834)  was  visited  in  1992  for 
a recital  on  the  organ  (Hill  & Hill  and  Willis,  1834-1933). 

BLYTHBURGH  CHURCH,  Priory  Road,  Blythburgh,  SUFFOLK  (cl462) 
hosted  two  live  broadcasts  from  the  1965  and  1966  Aldeburgh  Festivals. 


THE  PAVILION,  Westover  Road,  BOURNEMOUTH,  Dorset  (1929),  a 1400 
seat  concert  hall,  was  used  for  two  Municipal  Orchestra  recordings  in  1941. 

WINTER  GARDENS,  Exeter  Road,  BOURNEMOUTH,  Dorset  (1937)  was 
designed  as  a bowling  hall.  Home  from  1968  to  the  Bournemouth  Sinfonietta, 
recorded  by  Argo  in  1991,  it  was  demolished  in  2006. 

COLSTON  HALL,  Colston  Street,  BRISTOL  (1951),  a 2000  seat  concert  hall, 
was  chosen  by  Argo  in  1967  to  record  the  organ  (Harrison  & Harrison,  1956). 

ST. GEORGE’S  Church,  Brandon  Hill,  BRISTOL  (1823)  became  a 500  seat 
concert  hall  in  1976.  With  particularly  good  acoustics  for  chamber  and  piano 
recordings,  it  was  used  on  fifteen  occasions  from  1990-2004. 

ST.MARY  REDCLIFFE,  Redcliffe  Way,  BRISTOL  (cl 360)  was  visited  in  1991 
to  record  the  organ  (Harrison,  1912)  for  both  Argo  and  BBC  television. 

SQUARE  ONE  STUDIOS,  BURY,  Lancashire  (1984)  were  the  source  of  one  of 
Argo’s  contemporary  music  recordings  in  1992.  They  closed  the  following  year 
and  the  premises  were  later  used  for  dance  classes. 

CLARE  COLLEGE  Chapel,  King’s  Parade,  CAMBRIDGE  (1769)  was  visited 
by  Argo  in  1974  to  record  a recital  on  the  organ  (Von  Beckerath,  1971). 

(The  college  choir  was  recorded  in  Ely  Cathedral  in  1979.) 

Christopher  Hogwood’s  home  at  2,  CLAREMONT,  Hills  Road,  CAMBRIDGE 
was  the  venue  for  a harpsichord  recording  in  1986. 

EMMANUEL  COLLEGE  Chapel,  St. Andrew’s  Street,  CAMBRIDGE  (1674) 
was  used  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  for  a single  recording  in  1994. 

FITZWILLIAM  MUSEUM,  Trumpington  Street,  CAMBRIDGE  (1875)  was 
visited  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1981  to  record  historic  keyboard  instruments. 

KING’S  COLLEGE  Chapel,  King’s  Parade,  CAMBRIDGE  (1515)  hosted 
Argo  recordings  from  1958-67,  in  1973,  1976  and  from  1983-97,  many 
employing  the  organ  (Hill  & Harrison,  1834-1950).  London  orchestras  were  sent 
regularly  to  Cambridge  (though  rarely  to  Oxford)  to  partner  college  choirs  in 
their  own  chapels.  [45  entries] 

ST. CATHARINE’S  COLLEGE  Chapel,  Trumpington  Street,  CAMBRIDGE 
(1697)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1981  to  record  the  new  organ  (Johnson,  1979). 

ST. JOHN’S  COLLEGE  Chapel,  St.John  Street,  CAMBRIDGE  (1869)  was  a 
favourite  with  Argo  from  1958-81,  particularly  whilst  King’s  was  recording  for 
EMI.  The  organ  (Hill  & Harrison,  1838-1921)  was  used  for  a concerto  in  1977. 
[43  entries] 


Concert  Hall,  UNIVERSITY  MUSIC  SCHOOL,  West  Road,  CAMBRIDGE 
(1978),  a 500  seat  auditorium,  was  used  on  four  occasions  from  1986-89. 

CANTERBURY  CATHEDRAL,  Kent  (1405)  was  visited  for  two  Argo  choral 
recordings  in  1959  and  1983. 

Music  Department,  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE,  Corbett  Road,  Cathays, 
CARDIFF  (1971)  was  the  venue  for  six  Argo  recordings  from  1972-74, 
including  one  performed  on  the  Walker  organ. 

Barbirolli  Hall,  ST.CLEMENT  DANES  SCHOOL,  Chenies  Road, 
CHORLEYWOOD,  Hertfordshire  (1975),  an  assemly  hall  named  after  a former 
pupil,  was  used  for  three  recordings  from  1991-94. 

Cirencester  Grammar  School,  Victoria  Road,  CIRENCESTER,  Gloucestershire 
(1880)  employed  Peter  Maxwell  Davies  as  Director  of  Music  from  1959-62.  An 
Argo  recording  by  his  pupils  was  probably  made  in  the  school  hall. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  ESSEX,  Wivenhoe  Park,  COLCHESTER,  Essex  (1965)  was 
the  venue  for  a televised  piano  recital  in  1972. 

THE  MILL,  Mill  Lane,  COOKHAM,  Berkshire  was  converted  to  a recording 
studio  (1974)  and  hosted  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary  music  ventures  in  1990. 
By  2009  the  premises  were  being  used  for  yoga  classes. 

NATIONAL  CONCERT  HALL,  Earlsfort  Terrace,  DUBLIN  (1981),  a 1200 
seat  hall,  was  visited  by  Argo  to  record  an  opera  in  1991. 

CAIRD  HALL,  City  Square,  DUNDEE,  Angus  (1923),  a 2000  seat  concert  hall, 
was  used  for  a choral  recording  tied  to  a 1996  Edinburgh  Festival  performance. 

ST.MARTIN’S  Church,  EAST  WOODHAY,  near  Newbury,  Hampshire  (1823), 
a venue  noted  for  its  acoustic  quality,  was  visited  twice,  in  1995  and  2007. 

QUEEN’S  HALL,  85-89,  Clerk  Street,  Newington,  EDINBURGH  (1979),  an 
800  seat  concert  hall  created  from  a church  (1823),  was  the  venue  for  a piano 
recital  broadcast  from  the  1983  Edinburgh  Festival. 

REID  CONCERT  HALL,  Bristo  Square,  EDINBURGH  (1859),  a 300  seat  hall 
in  the  university  music  faculty,  was  used  twice  in  1974  and  1978. 

USHER  HALL,  Lothian  Road,  EDINBURGH  (1914),  a 2000  seat  concert  hall, 
hosted  two  concerts  broadcast  live  from  the  1949  and  1952  Edinburgh  Festivals. 

ELY  CATHEDRAL,  Cambridgeshire  (cl 353)  was  used  for  two  Argo  choral 
recordings  in  1958  and  1979. 


School  Hall,  ETON  COLLEGE,  Buckinghamshire  (1908)  was  visited  by  Argo 
in  1974  and  1980  to  record  the  Dutch  organ  (Flentrop,  1973). 

ROYAL  ALBERT  MEMORIAL  MUSEUM,  Queen  Street,  EXETER,  Devon 
(1866)  preserves  a harpsichord  that  was  recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1979. 

FINCHCOCKS,  GOUDHURST,  Kent  (1725)  was  visited  on  four  occasions  in 
1973-75  and  1997  when  L’Oiseau-Lyre  recorded  keyboard  instruments  in  the 
Living  Museum  of  Music. 

FORDE  ABBEY,  near  Chard,  DORSET  (1660)  was  used  seven  times, 
principally  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre,  from  1982-93. 

CITY  HALL,  Candleriggs,  GLASGOW  (1841)  was  turned  into  a 1000  seat 
concert  hall  in  1969  and  used  to  record  the  Scottish  National  Orchestra  in  1974. 

GO  VAN  TOWN  HALL,  401,  Govan  Road,  GLASGOW  (1901)  hosted  three 
recordings  by  Scottish  Opera  forces  from  1989-91. 

GLOUCESTER  CATHEDRAL,  Gloucestershire  (cl 242)  was  used  twice  in 
1989-90,  the  first  time  to  record  the  organ  (Hill,  Norman  & Beard,  1971). 

At  GLYNDEBOURNE  House,  near  Lewes,  East  Sussex,  the  ORGAN  ROOM 
(1920)  was  visited  in  1931  to  record  the  instrument  by  Hill,  Norman  & Beard. 
Two  operas  and  a harpsichord  recording  were  also  made  there  from  1968-71, 
whilst  a 1991  piano  recital  was  broadcast  from  the  original  OPERA  HOUSE 
(1934)  a year  before  it  was  demolished. 

GUILDFORD  CATHEDRAL,  Stag  Hill,  Guildford,  Surrey  (1936-66)  was 
visited  for  three  recordings  in  1973,  1974  and  1977,  including  an  organ  concerto 
on  the  Rushworth  and  Dreaper  instrument  (1961). 

WHITE  ROCK  PAVILION,  HASTINGS,  East  Sussex  (1927),  a 1000  seat 
concert  hall  built  for  the  Municipal  Orchestra  , was  used  on  five  occasions  from 
1929-31  but  became  a theatre  six  years  later. 

HATCHLANDS  PARK,  East  Clandon,  near  Guildford,  SURREY  (1757),  a 
venue  favoured  for  televised  music,  hosted  a 1999  piano  recording. 

HEXHAM  ABBEY,  NORTHUMBERLAND  (cl 250)  was  visited  by  Argo  in 
1975  to  record  a recital  on  the  new  organ  (Phelps,  1974). 

TOWN  HALL,  Ramsden  Street,  HUDDERSFIELD,  West  Yorkshire  (1881)  was 
the  venue  for  brass  band  sessions  in  1976. 

CITY  HALL,  Queen  Victoria  Square,  HULL,  Humberside  (1909)  was  visited  by 
Argo  in  1966  to  record  the  organ  (Forster  & Andrews  and  Compton,  1911-52). 


KNOLE,  SEVENOAKS,  Kent  (1608)  houses  historic  keyboard  instruments 
recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1981. 

SURREY  SOUND,  70,  Kingston  Road,  LEATHERHEAD,  Surrey  (1975),  a 
recording  studio  converted  from  a community  hall,  was  used  for  one  of  Argo’s 
contemporary  music  ventures  in  1991,  but  had  become  a gymnasium  by  2009. 

PHILHARMONIC  HALL,  Hope  Street,  LIVERPOOL  (1939),  a 1700  seat  hall, 
was  visited  twice  by  Argo  in  1991  and  1994  to  record  the  resident  orchestra. 

BBC  STUDIO  7,  Oxford  Road,  MANCHESTER  (1975)  was  the  source  of  a 
broadcast  piano  recital  in  1984. 

MILTON  HALL,  244,  Deansgate,  MANCHESTER  (cl912)  was  used  by  the 
BBC  for  concert  broadcasts,  including  one  from  1951  that  was  licensed  to 
Decca,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Oxford  Road  Studios. 

NIA  CENTRE,  Chichester  Road,  Hulme,  MANCHESTER  (1902),  the  former 
Playhouse  Theatre,  was  used  as  BBC  studios  from  1956-87,  then  as  a concerts 
venue  from  1991.  It  staged  a 1992  live  video  recording,  but  closed  in  2000  and 
was  derelict  by  2009. 

ROYAL  NORTHERN  COLLEGE  OF  MUSIC,  Oxford  Road,  MANCHESTER 
(1973)  was  visited  by  Argo  to  record  student  performers  in  1974. 

ST. PATRICK’S  COLLEGE,  MAYNOOTH,  County  Kildare,  was  used  for  a 
1979  recording  of  the  New  Irish  Chamber  Orchestra  made  for  RCA,  probably  in 
the  college  chapel  (1891). 

SPRINGHEAD  SCHOOL,  Colyer  Road,  NORTHFLEET,  Kent,  was  Peter 
Katin’s  chosen  venue  for  a 1972  piano  recording.  It  subsequently  became 
Northfleet  Technology  College. 

ORFORD  CHURCH,  near  Aldeburgh,  SUFFOLK  (cl 325)  was  another  Festival 
venue,  used  for  four  church  opera  recordings  from  1961-69. 

CHRIST  CHURCH  CATHEDRAL,  St.Aldate’s  Street,  OXFORD  (cl  180)  was 
visited  twice  by  Argo  in  1974-75.  (The  choir  usually  recorded  elsewhere  in 
Oxford  or  in  London.) 

KEBLE  COLLEGE  Chapel,  Parks  Road,  OXFORD  (1882)  hosted  two  Argo 
recordings  in  1976. 

MAGDALEN  COLLEGE  Chapel,  High  Street,  OXFORD  (1480)  was  used 
eleven  times,  principally  for  Argo  choral  recordings,  from  1960-79. 


MERTON  COLLEGE  Chapel,  Merton  Street,  OXFORD  (1294)  was  visited  by 
Argo  on  eight  occasions  from  1972-76,  with  both  Christ  Church  and  Magdalen 
College  Choirs  recording  there  and  the  organ  (Walker,  1968)  used  for  concertos. 

NEW  COLLEGE  Chapel,  New  College  Street,  OXFORD  (1386)  was  used  for 
both  choral  and  organ  (Degens  and  Bradbeer,  1969)  sessions  on  four  occasions 
from  1977-2000.  ( The  choir  also  recorded  in  London  and  Gloucester.) 

At  POTTON  HALL,  Blythburgh  Road,  Westleton,  SUFFOLK,  a Dutch  barn 
was  rebuilt  (1997)  to  house  Alan  Foster’s  collection  of  organs.  Tryggvi 
Tryggvason  convinced  him  of  its  potential  and  it  was  used  for  nineteen,  mostly 
piano,  recordings  from  1998-2008.  Following  Foster’s  death  in  2003,  its  future 
was  secured  by  new  owners. 

ST. ALBANS  CATHEDRAL  and  Abbey  Church,  Hertfordshire  (cl  1 15)  was 
visited,  mainly  by  Argo,  seven  times  from  1968-92  for  choral  and  organ  (Hill  & 
Harrison,  1861-1962)  recordings. 

SALISBURY  CATHEDRAL,  Wiltshire  (c  1258)  was  chosen  for  an  Argo  choral 
recording  in  1 960.  (The  choir  was  brought  to  London  to  record  on  two  other 
occasions  in  1974  & 1977.) 

SNAPE  MALTINGS  Concert  Hall,  near  Saxmundham,  Suffolk  (1967)  was 
converted  from  industrial  buildings  (1859-85)  to  an  800  seat  hall  for  Benjamin 
Britten’s  Aldeburgh  Festival.  It  was  burnt  out  on  7 June  1969,  but  quickly 
restored.

In  the  early  1950s  it  was  generally  accepted  that  London  orchestras  evaded 
their  exclusive  recording  contracts  with  UK  majors  by  adopting  pseudonyms 
when  engaged  by  US  independents.  But  Decca  was  naturally  indignant  when 
Westminster  recorded  two  works  on  its  own  schedule.  The  “PPO”  version  of

As  part  of  the  deal  by  which  Decca  took  over  the  UK  distribution  of  R.C. A. 
recordings  from  it  was  agreed  that  R.C.  A.  artists  would  be  recorded  by

Following  Polygram’s  purchase  of  Decca  in  1980,  the  Argo  offices  and  studios 
in  Fulham  were  sold,  reverting  to  independence  as  Academy  Sound  & Vision.

It  has  not  been  possible  to  establish  the  exact  chronology  of  Decca’s  first  foreign 
recordings  (F00 1 -26),  though  all  300  or  so  sides  were  probably  made  between 
September  1930  and  June  1931  and  the  two  matrix  series  (perhaps  indicating 
different  venues)  were  very  likely  interspersed.  Like  the  contemporary  UK 
recordings,  they  did  not  amount  to  much  and  the  original  French  Decca 
company  was  soon  sold  to  Edison-Bell.  After  an  interval  of  some  seventeen 
years,  recording  re-commenced  in  Paris  using  a new  matrix  series.  In  the 
interim,  the  Paris  Conservatoire  Orchestra  made  some  sides  during  visits  to 
London  in  October  1946  (AR10671-717)  and  October  1947  (AR1 1581-642). 
From  1948-60  there  were  regular  sessions  with  the  orchestra,  not  only  in  French 
repertoire  but,  curiously  in  view  of  its  characteristic  timbres,  in  Schumann, 
Wagner  and  Strauss.  Less  surprising  was  the  prominence  of  ballet  music  and 
Paris  was  naturally  the  venue  for  some  complete  operas.  Virtually  nothing  was 
recorded  in  France  for  the  next  quarter  century  until  Christophe  Rousset  was 
signed  up  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre.  There  were  also  some  sessions  with  Pascal  Roge 
from  1988  and  with  the  French  National  Orchestra  in  1993-96.  As  elsewhere, 
operatic  recitals  have  predominated  in  the  twenty-first  century.

VENUES 


Thirty-eight  different  venues  were  used  (twenty-one  in  Paris  and  seventeen 
elsewhere)  but  only  two  hosted  more  than  ten  entries,  whilst  twenty-three  were 
only  visited  once.

CONSERVATOIRE,  2b,  Rue  du  Conservatoire,  PARIS  9 (1811)  was  visited  by 
L’Oiseau-Lyre  from  1983-92  for  five  recordings  of  harpsichords  in  the  museum 
collection  established  in  1864  and  since  moved  to  Cite  de  la  Musique. 

L’EGLISE  DE  BON  SECOURS,  20,  Rue  Titon,  PARIS  11  (1895)  was  used 
twice  for  L’Oiseau-Lyre  recordings  of  Les  Talens  Lyriques  in  1996. 


L’EGLISE  DE  LA  MADELEINE,  Place  de  la  Madeleine,  PARIS  8 (1842)  was 
visited  in  1959  to  record  the  organ  (Cavaille-Coll,  1845). 

L’EGLISE  DE  NOTRE  DAME  DU  LIB  AN,  17  Rue  d’Ulm,  PARIS  5 (1894) 
hosted  five  orchestral  and  vocal  recordings  from  1993-2007. 

L’EGLISE  SAINT-EUSTACHE,  Place  du  Jour,  PARIS  1 (1637)  was  furnished 
with  a new  organ  (Heuvel,  1989)  that  was  recorded  in  1992. 

IRC  AM  [Institut  de  Recherche  et  Coordination  Acoustique  / Musique],  Place 
Igor-Stravinsky,  POMPIDOU  CENTRE,  PARIS  4 (1977)  was  visited  to  record 
the  Ensemble  Intercontemporain  in  2008. 

LA  MAISON  DE  LA  CHIMIE,  28,  Rue  St.Dominique,  PARIS  7 (1934),  a 
conference  centre  adapted  from  a private  residence  (1708),  was  used  nine  times, 
substituting  for  la  Mutualite,  for  the  PCO’s  1958-59  sessions. 

LA  MAISON  DE  LA  MUTUALITE,  24,  Rue  St. Victor,  PARIS  5 (1931),  a 
conference  hall,  was  the  favourite  venue  for  orchestral  recordings  from  1948-60.

STUDIO  103,  MAISON  DE  LA  RADIO,  1 16,  Avenue  du  President-Kennedy, 
PARIS  16  (1963)  hosted  Les  Talens  Lyriques  for  L’Oiseau-Lyre  on  a couple  of 
occasions  from  1994-2000. 

OPERA-COMIQUE,  Salle  Favart,  5,  Rue  Favart,  PARIS  2 (1898),  a 1500  seat 
house,  was  visited  to  record  two  complete  operas  in  1951,  but  thereafter  the 
company  was  sent  to  la  Mutualite. 

PALAIS  DES  CONGRES,  2,  Place  de  la  Porte-Maillot,  PARIS  17  (1974)  was 
used  twice  from  1987-94  for  studio  recordings  of  Loussier  and  Lemper. 

Rafael  PUY ANA’S  [unidentified]  APARTMENT,  PARIS  was  visited  by 
L’Oiseau-Lyre  to  record  his  harpsichords  in  1985. 

SALLE  GAVEAU,  45,  Rue  La  Boetie,  PARIS  8 (1907),  a 1000  seat  concert 
hall,  was  used  for  at  least  four  recordings  in  1930-31.  The  remaining  twenty-two 
recordings  from  those  years  were  distributed  among  one  or  more  other  venues. 

SALLE  PLEYEL,  252,  Rue  du  Faubourg  St.Honore,  PARIS  8 (1927),  a 2400 
seat  concert  hall,  was  visited  for  a Pavarotti  recital  recorded  live  in  1999. 

SALLE  WAGRAM,  39-41,  Avenue  de  Wagram,  PARIS  17  (1865),  EMI’s 
preferred  hall  for  its  Paris  recordings,  was  used  seventeen  times  in  all,  on 
isolated  occasions  in  1956  (for  RCA)  and  1974,  then  regularly  from  1988-96, 
and  once  more  in  2004. 


STUDIO  EMI-PATHE,  62,  Rue  de  Sevres,  Boulogne-Billancourt,  PARIS  was 
used  in  1987-88  for  Jacques  Loussier’s  New  Line  album. 

STUDIO  GUILLAUME  TELL,  20,  Avenue  de  la  Belle  Gabrielle,  Suresnes, 
near  PARIS,  a former  theatre,  hosted  a recording  of  Ute  Lemper  in  1992. 

THEATRE  DES  CHAMPS-ELYSEES,  15,  Avenue  Montaigne,  PARIS  8 
(1913),  a 1900  seat  hall,  staged  a Pavarotti  recital  in  1988. 

A dozen  piano  and  solo  vocal  recordings  were  made  at  unidentified  venues, 
probably  in  Paris,  from  1948-55. 


ELSEWHERE  in  FRANCE  & BELGIUM 


SALLE  FRANKLIN,  BORDEAUX,  Gironde  (1845),  a former  casino  latterly 
used  as  a rehearsal  hall,  was  visited  for  an  opera  recording  in  1997-98. 

The  Museum  at  the  CONSERVATOIRE,  BRUSSELS,  Belgium  (1877)  houses  a 
1646  harpsichord  recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1982. 

At  BRUSSELS,  Belgium  four  recordings  (including  an  opera)  were  made  by  the 
Belgian  National  Orchestra  from  1951-53,  perhaps  in  the  orchestra’s  own  Palais 
des  Beaux-Arts  (1928)  or  the  opera’s  Theatre  de  la  Monnaie  (1856). 

An  unidentified  venue  at  CAEN,  Calvados  was  used  in  1991  for  one  of  Michael 
Nyman’s  albums. 

L’Eglise  SAINT-HIPPOLYTE,  CASTRES,  Tarn  hosted  six  harpsichord 
recordings  for  L’Oiseau-Lyre  from  1989-94. 

CHATEAU  DU  TOUVET,  CHAMBERY,  Savoie  (cl 750)  was  chosen  by 
L’Oiseau-Lyre  for  an  instrumental  recording  in  1996. 

MUSEE  D’UNTERLINDEN,  COLMAR,  Haut-Rhin  (1849),  housed  in  a former 
monastery  (1269),  has  a 1629  harpsichord  recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1996. 

L’EGLISE-COLLEGIALE  SAINT-PIERRE,  DOUAI,  Nord  (1750)  was  visited 
in  1991  to  record  the  organ  (Mutin-Cavaille-Coll,  1922). 

ABBAYE  ROYALE  DE  FONTEVRAUD,  Maine-et-Loire  (11 19),  used  as  a 
prison  from  1804-1963  and  restored  as  an  arts  centre  in  1973,  was  favoured 
from  1992-97  for  six  recordings  of  Ysaye  Quartet  and  Les  Talens  Lyriques. 

SOUND  RECORDING  CENTRE  STEURBAUT,  GHENT,  Belgium, 
established  in  the  1970s  by  the  engineer  Gilbert  Steurbaut,  was  used  for  a 
licensed  recording  in  1996-97. 


OPERA  NATIONAL,  LYON,  Rhone  (1831),  a 1200  seat  house  rebuilt  in  1993, 
was  visited  twice  to  record  the  resident  company  in  1996  and  2003. 

L’Eglise  SAINT-FRANCO  IS- DE-SALES,  LYON,  Rhone  was  chosen  by  Argo 
in  1990  for  a recording  of  the  organ  (Cavaille-Coll,  1880). 

L’ARSENAL,  METZ,  Moselle  (1989),  a 1350  seat  hall  set  inside  a military 
arsenal  (1864),  was  selected  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  to  record  an  opera  in  1997.

SAINT-ANTOINE  L’ABBAYE,  Isere  (cl297)  was  another  L’Oiseau-Lyre 
venue  for  a recording  of  Les  Talens  Lyriques  in  1997. 

L’Eglise  SAINT -MAXIMUM,  THIONVILLE,  Moselle  (1759)  was  visited  by 
Argo  in  1974  to  record  the  new  organ  (Kern,  1969).

Decca  first  recorded  the  Amsterdam  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  during  a visit  to 
London  in  March  1946  (AR10127-33)  and  the  same  matrix  series  was  used  for 
the  first  recordings  made  in  the  orchestra’s  own  hall.  From  1947  a distinctive 
matrix  series  was  used  and  Decca  allotted  many  of  its  most  important 
symphonic  sessions  to  the  orchestra,  either  under  van  Beinum  or  distinguished 
guests,  until  1953  when  it  switched  to  the  Philips  label.  It  stayed  there  under 
Haitink  until  1980,  reappearing  on  Decca  with  Ashkenazy  and  recovering  its 
former  importance  to  the  label  whilst  Chailly  was  in  charge  (1988-2004).  Since 
then  under  Jansons  the  Concertgebouw  has  followed  the  LSO  in  creating  its  own 
record  label.  There  were  also  a few  sessions  with  the  radio  orchestra  in 
Hilversum  in  1970-74.

VENUES 


Twelve  different  venues  were  used,  but  only  one  reached  double  figures,  whilst 
five  were  only  visited  once. 

BEURS  VAN  BERLAGE,  AMSTERDAM  (1988)  was  originally  a stock 
exchange  (1903).  The  600  seat  concert  hall,  initially  known  as  the  WANG 
ZAAL  and  chosen  for  a piano  recording  in  1991,  had  been  re-named  the 
YAKULT  ZAAL  by  the  time  of  its  next  chamber  ensemble  recording  in  2004. 

CONCERTGEBOUW,  AMSTERDAM  (1888)  contains  both  the  2000  seat 
GROTEZAAL,  where  the  resident  orchestra  was  recorded  from  1946-2004,  and 
the  400  seat  KLEINEZAAL,  used  occasionally  from  1983-98.  [107+6  entries] 

HET  MUZIEKTHEATER,  AMSTERDAM  (1986),  a 1600  seat  house,  staged  a 
production  by  the  resident  Netherlands  Opera  that  was  televised  in  1998. 

WAALSEKERK,  AMSTERDAM  (1409)  is  noted  for  its  acoustics  and  was 
favoured  from  1988-93  for  three  Concertgebouw  Chamber  Orchestra  recordings. 

NEDERLANDSE  HERVORMDE  KERK,  FARMSUM,  Delfzijl  (1869)  post- 
dates its  organ  (Lohman,  1829),  which  was  recorded  in  1993. 

AVRO  [Algemeene  Vereeniging  Radio  Omroep]  STUDIO,  HILVERSUM 
(1936)  was  visited  for  six  Phase  Four  recordings  of  the  resident  orchestra  from 
1970-74  but  closed  in  2000. 

MUZIEKCENTRUM,  HILVERSUM  (1996)  replaced  the  previous  radio  studios 
and  was  twice  selected  for  vocal  and  operatic  sessions  in  1996-97. 


NIEWE  KERK,  KATWIJK  AAN  ZEE,  near  Leiden  (1887)  was  chosen  in  1990 
for  an  Argo  recording  of  the  organ  (Heuvel,  1979). 

BETHLEHEMKERK,  PAPENDRECHT,  near  Dordrecht  (1965)  was  used  four 
times  from  1984-87  to  record  the  organ  (Blank,  1976)  in  concertos  and  solo. 

DE  DOELEN,  ROTTERDAM  (1966),  a 2200  seat  concert  hall,  hosted  just  one 
recording  of  the  resident  orchestra  in  1999. 

LAURENSKERK,  ROTTERDAM  (cl 525)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1974  to 
record  the  new  organ  (Marcussen,  1973). 

MUZIEKCENTRUM  VREDENBERG,  UTRECHT  (1979),  a 1700  seat 
auditorium,  was  the  venue  for  two  1997  recordings.

Two  factors,  the  acoustic  qualities  of  the  Victoria  Hall  in  Geneva  and  the 
awesome  power  of  Maurice  Rosengarten  in  determining  Decca’s  artistic 
policies,  probably  account  for  the  prominence  of  this  branch,  which  was 
scarcely  warranted  by  the  qualities  of  its  orchestras  or  indeed  their  directors. 
Securing  Ansermet’s  services  had  been  quite  a coup  in  1929  and  his  French 
repertoire  was  admired,  but  it  now  seems  bizarre  that  he  (rather  than  Bohm, 
Krips  or  Schuricht)  should  have  been  entrusted  with  Decca’s  first  Beethoven 
cycle.  Nor  was  there  universal  admiration  for  Karl  Miinchinger,  who  brought  his 
Stuttgart  Chamber  Orchestra  over  the  border  for  regular  sessions  from  1949-62. 
But  Switzerland  launched  Solti  and  Gulda  in  1947  and  Tebaldi  in  1949. 
Backhaus  made  most  of  his  solo  recordings  there  (but  his  concertos  in  Vienna) 
from  1950.  Following  the  deaths  of  Ansermet  and  Backhaus  in  1969,  and 
Rosengarten  in  1975,  work  in  Geneva  dwindled  away,  with  no  Suisse  Romande 
sessions  between  1983  and  2007.  Since  1984  the  country  has  hosted  little  more 
than  a series  of  albums  by  I Salonisti  and  piano  sessions  in  various  venues, 
though  there  were  a few  dates  with  the  Zurich  Tonhalle  Orchestra  in  1996-99.

Twenty-six  different  venues  were  used,  but  only  two  (those  in  bold)  hosted 
twenty  or  more  entries,  whilst  twelve  were  only  visited  once. 

SAALBAU,  AARAU,  Aargau  (1883),  a 1000  seat  concert  hall,  was  used  for 
four  of  Ashkenazy’s  piano  recordings  from  1987-90,  prior  to  rebuilding  in  1996. 

LEONHARDSK1RCHE,  BASEL  (cl496)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1973  to  record 
the  new  organ  (Kuhn,  1969). 

RADIO  STUDIO,  BEROMUNSTER,  Luzern  is  listed  as  hosting  five  recordings 
of  the  Beromiinster  Radio  Orchestra  from  1947-58,  but  it  appears  that  there  was 
no  studio  there,  merely  a transmitting  station  established  in  1931,  and  that  the 
orchestra  played  in  the  Zurich  studio. 

NIKOLAUSKIRCHE,  BLUMENSTEIN,  near  Thun,  Bern  (cl 300)  was  used, 
mainly  for  I Salonisti’s  albums,  on  six  occasions  from  1988-97. 

KONSTLERHAUS,  BOSWIL,  Aargau  (1953),  an  arts  centre  converted  from  a 
church,  was  favoured  in  1999  for  a single  vocal  recording. 

LA  SALLE  DE  MUSIQUE,  LA  CHAUX-DE-FONDS,  Neuchatel  (1955),  a 
1200  seat  concert  hall,  was  visited  for  piano  sessions  in  2006. 


TEMPLE  GUILLAUME  FAREL,  LA  CHAUX-DE-FONDS,  Neuchatel  (1877), 
a Protestant  church,  was  selected  for  a 1992  recording  of  Camerata  Bern. 

SALLE  DE  CHATONNEYRE,  CORSEAUX,  near  Vevey,  Vaud,  a hotel 
banqueting  hall,  was  used  for  five  vocal  and  piano  recordings  from  1991-98. 

GRAND  CASINO,  NOGA  HILTON,  GENEVA  (1980),  a 1600  seat  conference 
hall  in  a hotel,  staged  a 1984  Pavarotti  song  recital.  The  Hilton  closed  in  2001 
and  was  later  reopened  as  the  Grand  Hotel  Kempinski. 

GRAND  THEATRE,  GENEVA  (1879),  a 1500  seat  opera  house,  was  visited  on 
three  occasions  from  1963-68. 

RADIO  STUDIO,  Boulevard  Carl-Vogt,  GENEVA  (1940)  was  used  fourteen 
times  from  1947-49,  both  for  the  Suisse  Romande  Orchestra  and  for  chamber 
and  instrumental  recordings. 

VICTORIA  HALL,  GENEVA  (1894),  a 1700  seat  concert  hall,  was  the 
favourite  venue  from  1949-83,  both  for  recording  the  Suisse  Romande  and  (until 
1962)  the  Stuttgart  Chamber  Orchestra,  as  well  as  for  vocal,  chamber  & piano 
music  and  occasional  operas.  The  first  stereo  sessions  took  place  there  and  the 
organ  (1949)  was  recorded  in  concertos  and  solo  recitals  from  1952-62.  It  was 
destroyed  when  the  hall  was  burnt  out  in  1984,  but  two  further  orchestral 
recordings  were  made,  in  1995  and  2007,  in  the  restored  hall.  [253  entries] 

KUNSTHAUS,  LUCERNE  (1933),  another  of  Ashkenazy’s  Swiss  venues  used 
for  four  recordings  from  1984-89,  closed  in  1996  and  was  demolished. 

RTSI  [Radio  Televisione  Svizzera  di  lingua  Italiana]  AUDITORIUM, 
LUGANO,  Ticino  (1961)  was  visited  in  2002  for  a piano  recording. 

GEMEINDESAAL,  MEGGEN,  Luzern  (1994),  a 300  seat  community  hall,  was 
chosen  by  Ashkenazy  just  once  in  1995. 

Villa  ST.CH ARLES  HALL,  MEGGEN,  Luzern  (1895),  built  as  a convalescent 
home,  was  used  seven  times  from  1991-95,  mainly  for  Ashkenazy’s  sessions. 

Psychiatrische  Klinik,  MUNSTERLINGEN,  Thurgau  (1839)  was  presumably  a 
sane  choice  for  a single  1993  recording  of  Camerata  Bern. 

Chalet  Monet,  LES  AVANTS,  near  VEVEY,  Vaud,  the  home  of  Joan 
Sutherland  and  Richard  Bonynge  from  1964,  was  visited  in  1978  to  record  an 
album  of  songs. 

SALLE  DEL  CASTILLO,  VEVEY,  Vaud  (1908)  was  favoured  by  L’Oiseau- 
Lyre  for  an  opera  with  Les  Talens  Lyriques  in  1998. 


STADTHAUS,  WINTERTHUR,  Zurich  (1869),  a 700  seat  concert  hall,  was 
selected  for  Ashkenazy  and  various  vocal  and  instrumental  partners  on  four 
occasions  from  1996-97. 

Evangelisch-Reformierte  KIRCHE  OBERSTRASS,  near  ZURICH  (1910) 
hosted  two  of  Bartoli’s  recordings  with  Orchestra  La  Scintilla  from  2006-8. 

OPERNHAUS,  ZURICH  (1891),  an  1 100  seat  house,  witnessed  four  live 
recordings  from  1998-2007. 

PREDIGER  KIRCHE,  ZURICH  (1231)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1972  to  record 
the  new  organ  (Kuhn,  1970). 

RADIO  STUDIO,  Brunnenhofstrasse,  ZURICH  (1933)  was  evidently  the 
venue  from  1947-50  both  for  most  of  the  Tonhalle  Orchestra’s  sessions  and  for 
solo  vocal  and  instrumental  recordings.

»I  ITALY  & Monte  Carlo 


Until  the  mid-1960s  it  was  taken  for  granted  that  the  place  to  record  Italian 
opera  was  Italy.  After  a few  sessions  in  Milan  (lost  to  EMI  in  1954)  and  a 
recording  with  the  Turin  Symphony  Orchestra  during  a visit  to  London  in  1947 
(AR1 1722-47),  Decca  settled  on  Rome  from  1950-70,  plus  Florence  from  1955- 
63,  with  an  excursion  to  Naples  in  1964.  Monte  Carlo  followed  from  1967-69 
and  Bologna  from  1973-77,  but  by  then  London  had  become  the  world’s  capital 
for  recording  operas,  whether  Italian,  French,  German  or  English.  Del  Monaco 
was  the  reigning  tenor  from  1952-69  and  Tebaldi  the  reigning  soprano  from 
1951-73.  Their  successors  Pavarotti  (1964-99)  and  Sutherland  (1959-87) 
recorded  mainly  in  London  and  regular  sessions  in  Italy  only  resumed  with 
Chailly,  in  Bologna  from  1986-93  and  Milan  since  1995.  In  the  twenty-first 
century  opera  recording  in  Italy  has  regained  something  of  the  status  it  enjoyed 
fifty  years  earlier,  though  both  Bartoli  (from  1988)  and  Florez  (from  1998)  have 
also  recorded  extensively  elsewhere.

VENUES 


Thirty-eight  different  venues  were  used,  but  only  four  (those  in  bold)  hosted  ten 
or  more  entries,  whilst  twenty-one  were  only  visited  once.  Evidently  finding 
satisfactory  locations  in  Bologna  and  Milan  proved  difficult. 

AULA  ABSIDALE  DI  SANTA  LUCIA,  BOLOGNA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1988), 
a 300  seat  hall  set  in  the  apse  of  a church  (1659),  was  visited  twice  in  1991-92  to 
record  the  local  chamber  orchestra. 

Chiesa  di  SAN  GIORGIO  POGGIALE,  BOLOGNA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1633) 
was  preferred  to  the  opera  house  for  four  recordings  from  1985-87. 

TEATRO  COMMUNALE,  BOLOGNA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1757),  a 1000  seat 
opera  house  rebuilt  in  1935,  was  used  on  at  least  ten  occasions,  in  1973  and 
from  1987-97.  Three  recordings  from  1974-77  may  also  have  been  made  there. 

TEATRO  MANZONI,  BOLOGNA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1933),  originally  a 3000 
seat  cinema,  was  the  venue  for  opera  sessions  in  2004. 

VILLA  ALDRO V ANDI-M AZZACORATI,  BOLOGNA,  Emilia  Romagna 
(1763)  houses  a tiny  private  theatre  that  was  the  original  choice  for  recording  the 
Filarmonici  in  1990. 

TEATRO  MASSIMO  BELLINI,  CATANIA,  Sicilia  (1890),  a 1200  seat  opera 
house,  was  visited  in  2001-2  to  record  two  productions. 


CASA  ROMEI,  FERRARA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1442),  a renaissance  palace,  was 
selected  in  2002  for  a single  recording  of  Accademia  Bizantina. 

TEATRO  COMMUNALE,  FLORENCE,  Toscana  (1862),  a 2000  seat  house 
rebuilt  in  1961,  was  favoured  for  two  Maggio  Musicale  Fiorentino  operas,  in 
1990  and  2001. 

TEATRO  PERGOLA,  FLORENCE,  Toscana  (1656),  a 1500  seat  opera 
house,  was  used  regularly  from  1955-63  for  fifteen  MMF  operatic  recordings. 

TEATRO  VERDI,  FLORENCE,  Toscana  (1854),  a 1500  seat  house,  hosted  just 
one  MMF  opera  in  1991. 

TEATRO  CARLO  FELICE,  GENOA,  Liguria  (1828),  a 2000  seat  opera  house 
rebuilt  in  1991,  staged  a televised  production  in  2005. 

Chiesa  Parrocchia  di  SAN  MARTINO,  LUVIGLIANO,  Torreglia,  near  Padua, 
Veneto  (cl474)  was  chosen  in  1990  for  Argo  choral  sessions. 

TEATRO  DEL  BIBBIENA,  MANTUA,  Lombardia  ( 1 770)  was  Sviatoslav 
Richter’s  venue  for  three  recordings  in  1986-87. 

AUDITORIUM  DI  MILANO,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1999),  a 1250  seat 
concert  hall  rebuilt  from  the  Cinema  Massimo  (1939),  was  used  thirteen  times 
from  2000-8,  mainly  for  the  resident  Giuseppe  Verdi  Symphony  Orchestra. 

CHIESA  DELLA  PACE,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1497)  was  visited  in  1995  to 
record  overtures  with  the  La  Scala  orchestra. 

CTC  [Centro  Telecine matografico  Culturale]  STUDIOS,  MILAN,  Lombardia 
(cl970),  evidently  an  Italian  counterpart  to  CTS  Studios,  Wembley,  hosted  a 
single  album  of  arias  in  1998. 

TEATRO  STUDIO,  Piccolo  Teatro,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1987),  a 400  seat 
auditorium,  was  used  in  1998  for  two  La  Scala  recordings. 

SALA  ABANELLA,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1985),  a former  cinema  adapted  as  a 
rehearsal  hall  for  La  Scala,  saw  sessions  for  two  operas  from  1985-88. 

SALA  VERDI,  Conservatorio,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1958),  a 1500  seat  concert 
hall,  was  chosen  for  five  vocal  and  operatic  recordings  from  1997-99. 

Chiesa  di  SANTA  MARIA  DELLE  GRAZIE,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (cl490)  was 
favoured  for  a 1996  recording  using  La  Scala’ s orchestra. 

TEATRO  ALLA  SCALA,  MILAN,  Lombardia  (1778),  a 2800  seat  opera  house, 
staged  a televised  production  in  2006.  It  may  also  have  been  the  venue  for  five 
1947  recordings  of  the  company’s  orchestra  and  a 1954  opera  recording. 


PIAZZA  GRANDE,  MODENA,  Emilia  Romagna  was  the  scene  of  an  open  air 
Pavarotti  concert  in  1993. 

SALLE  ALCAZAR,  MONTE  CARLO,  Monaco  was  used  from  1967-69  for 
seven  recordings  with  the  local  opera  orchestra,  as  the  tiny  500  seat  opera  house 
(1879)  was  presumably  unsuitable. 

CONSERVATORIO  di  Musica  San  Pietro  a Maiella,  NAPLES,  Campania 
(1826),  based  in  a former  convent,  was  visited  for  three  recordings  with  the  local 
orchestra  in  1964. 

AUDITORIUM  NICCOLO  PAGANINI,  PARMA,  Emilia  Romagna  (2001),  an 
800  seat  hall  constructed  within  the  shell  of  a former  sugar  factory  (1899),  was 
chosen  for  an  album  of  arias  in  2008. 

TEATRO  ROSSINI,  PESARO,  Marche  (1818),  a 900  seat  opera  house  and 
home  to  the  Rossini  Opera  Festival  since  1980,  saw  a 2004  production  recorded. 

MUSEO  NAZIONALE,  RAVENNA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1804).  housed  in  a 
former  monastery,  was  used  just  once  in  2007  to  record  Accademia  Bizantina. 

TEATRO  VALLI,  REGGIO  EMILIA,  Emilia  Romagna  (1857),  an  1 100  seat 
opera  house,  was  treated  to  a televised  Pavarotti  gala  concert  in  1991. 

AUDITORIUM  PARCO  DELLA  MUSICA,  ROME,  Lazio  (2002),  a 2750  seat 
concert  hall  built  as  a new  home  for  the  Santa  Cecilia  Academy  Orchestra,  was 
the  venue  for  a 2006  album  of  arias. 

RCA  ITALIAN  A STUDIOS,  Via  Tiburtina,  near  ROME,  Lazio  (1961)  hosted 
four  recordings  using  Rome  Opera  forces  from  1963-66. 

Sala  Accademica,  SANTA  CECILIA,  ROME,  Lazio  (1895)  was  used 
frequently  from  1951-70,  and  once  more  in  1998,  for  operas,  recitals  and 
occasional  orchestral,  chamber  and  piano  sessions.  [64  entries] 

TEATRO  DELL ’OPERA,  ROME,  Lazio  (1880),  a 1600  seat  house,  was  visited 
only  once  for  a production  recorded  by  RCA  in  1961. 

TERME  DI  CARACALLA,  ROME,  Lazio  (217),  an  ancient  Roman  baths  and 
leisure  complex,  saw  the  original  1990  “Three  Tenors”  open  air  concert. 

CONSERVATORIO,  TURIN,  Piemonte  (1936)  includes  a 700  seat  concert  hall 
that  was  used  in  1995  to  record  arias  with  the  Torino  Teatro  Regio  Orchestra. 

TEATRO  LA  FENICE,  VENICE,  Veneto  (1792),  a 1000  seat  opera  house 
rebuilt  in  1837,  was  visited  three  times  in  1961,  1990  and  1991.  It  lived  up  to  its 
name  by  being  burnt  out  yet  again  in  1996  and  restored  in  2004. 


ARENA  DI  VERONA,  Veneto  (30),  a 22000  seat  Roman  arena  that  has  staged 
operas  since  1913,  was  the  venue  for  a 2007  video  recording. 

SALA  MAFFEIANA,  VERONA,  Veneto  (1754),  a hall  where  Mozart  played  in 
1770,  hosted  a single  piano  recording  in  2004. 

TEATRO  OL1MPICO,  VICENZA,  Veneto  (1585),  a 1000  seat  house,  was  the 
setting  for  a 1998  recital  by  Cecilia  Bartoli. 

Venues  have  not  been  identified  or  verified  for  a few  recordings  from  1947-65.

»V  VIENNA,  Austria,  Germany,  Hungary,  etc 


The  Vienna  Philharmonic  was  the  jewel  in  Decca’s  crown,  particularly  from 
1956  when  the  engineers  adopted  the  Sofiensaal  as  their  favoured  studio.  The 
contract  with  the  orchestra  was  secured  partly  by  cultivating  various  chamber 
ensembles  drawn  from  its  membership.  Vienna  was  favoured  for  symphonic 
cycles,  particularly  in  the  mid-1960s,  and  for  German  opera  and  operetta, 
including  Strausses  of  all  varieties  and  Solti’s  “Ring”  (1958-65),  as  well  as 
Mackerras’s  Janacek  (1976-82).  Karajan  recorded  intermittently  for  Decca  with 
the  VPO  from  1959-78.  But  apart  from  the  New  Year  concerts,  resumed  in 
2008,  recording  with  the  VPO  ceased  in  1998.  Outside  the  capital  there  were 
various  sessions  in  Salzburg  from  1984-99. 

Germany  was  largely  left  to  Decca’s  partner  Telefunken,  though  it  was  so 
overshadowed  by  Deutsche  Grammophon  and  EMI  Electrola  that  few  of  its 
products  were  marketed  in  the  UK,  with  even  those  soon  relegated  to  a cheap 
label.  It  later  signed  Harnoncourt  and  eventually  became  part  of  the  competition, 
joining  Warner  Classics  in  1990.  Decca  did  venture  to  Bayreuth  in  1951,  ’53 
and  ’55  but  wrecking  tactics  by  Walter  Legge  blocked  the  release  of  several 
recordings  for  half  a century.  The  Stuttgart  Chamber  Orchestra’s  sessions 
moved  from  Geneva  to  its  home  town  in  1963  and  continued  there  until  1985. 
The  exiled  Philharmonia  Hungarica  recorded  in  West  Germany  from  1969-75. 
There  were  a few  engagements  with  the  Bavarian  Radio  in  Munich  from  1977- 
82,  but  the  first  substantial  contract  with  a German  symphony  orchestra  did  not 
come  until  1982.  After  reunification  Chailly’s  Berlin  RSO  was  joined  by  the 
Leipzig  Gewandhaus  and  from  1991-98  both  were  extensively  employed  on  the 
Entartete  Musik  project.  Thereafter  Berlin  hosted  various  small  scale  recordings, 
as  did  Neumarkt  from  1991-2006,  whilst  symphonic  sessions  were  concentrated 
in  Leipzig  under  Blomstedt  (1995-2004)  and  Chailly  (since  2005). 

While  teams  could  be  sent  to  Paris,  Rome  and  Vienna  to  record  native  singers  of 
opera,  the  Soviet  Union  was  not  prepared  to  admit  the  lackeys  of  Western 
capitalism.  Tito’s  Yugoslavia  was  more  pragmatic,  so  in  1955  Russian  opera 
was  recorded  in  Belgrade  and  Zagreb.  Elsewhere  in  Eastern  Europe  a few  discs 
were  made  by  the  Hungarian  State  Symphony  Orchestra  in  Budapest  from  1972- 
75  and  a few  more  came  from  Prague  in  the  1990s.

VENUES 


Seventy-two  different  venues  were  used,  seventeen  in  Austria,  forty-five  in 
Germany  and  ten  elsewhere,  but  only  five  (those  in  bold)  hosted  more  than 
twenty  entries,  whilst  thirty-six  were  only  visited  once. 


AUSTRIA 


STEPHANIENS AAL,  GRAZ,  Styria  (1885),  a 1000  seat  concert  hall,  was  used 
just  once  for  a 1999  vocal  recording. 

ST1FTSKIRCHE,  MELK,  Lower  Austria  (1736),  a monastery  church,  was 
visited  twice  by  Argo,  in  1974  and  1978,  to  record  the  organ  (Hradetzky,  1970). 

ST1FTSKIRCHE,  MILLSTATT,  near  Villach,  Carinthia  (1070)  hosted  three 
Camerata  Academica  Salzburg  recordings  from  1988-90. 

STIFTSKIRCHE,  OSSIACH,  near  Villach,  Carinthia  (1745),  yet  another  abbey 
church,  was  the  venue  for  Wilhelm  Backhaus’s  last  recitals  in  1969. 

Domkirche,  ST.POLTEN,  Lower  Austria  (1735)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1978  to 
record  the  new  cathedral  organ  (Metzler,  1974). 

GROSSES  FESTSP1ELHAUS,  SALZBURG  (1960),  a 2100  seat  opera  house, 
staged  two  live  recordings  during  the  1992  Festival. 

KAPUZINERKLOSTER,  SALZBURG  (1602),  another  monastery,  was  selected 
for  a 1999  recording  of  cantatas. 

MOZARTEUM,  SALZBURG  (1914)  was  used  twelve  times  for  various 
sessions  from  1983-97,  normally  in  the  800  seat  GROSSER  SAAL,  but  at  least 
once  in  the  200  seat  WIENER  SAAL. 

MOZARTS  GEBURTSHAUS,  SALZBURG,  a museum  since  1880,  saw  three 
recordings  from  1991-93,  using  the  composer’s  fortepiano  preserved  there. 

AUGUSTINERKIRCHE,  VIENNA  (1349)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1986  to 
record  the  new  choir  organ  (Reil,  1985). 

KONZERTHAUS,  VIENNA  (1913),  comprising  the  1800  seat  GROSSER 
SAAL,  the  700  seat  MOZART  SAAL  and  the  400  seat  SCHUBERT  SAAL,  was 
a regular  venue  in  succession  to  the  Sofiensaal  from  1986-97.  [21+22+6  entries] 

MUSIKVEREIN,  VIENNA  (1870)  houses  the  1750  seat  GROSSER  SAAL 
(famed  for  the  Vienna  Philharmonic’s  New  Year  concerts)  and  the  600  seat 
BRAHMSSAAL.  They  were  used  regularly  from  1950-55,  then  on  occasion  (the 
former  mainly  for  live  recordings  and  videos)  from  1972-2009.  [79+9  entries] 

REDOUTENSAAL,  VIENNA  (1748)  was  tried  out  for  six  recordings  in  1955, 
when  the  Musikverein  was  evidently  considered  unsatisfactory  for  stereo,  but 
was  abandoned  as  soon  as  the  Sofiensaal  was  discovered. 

Wien-Film  Studios,  ROSENHUGEL,  VIENNA  (1923),  used  by  O.R.F.  as 
television  studios  from  1966-90.  hosted  three  opera  recordings  from  1977-81. 


SOFIENSAAL,  VIENNA  (1826),  originally  a spa  and  then  a ballroom,  was  the 
favourite  venue  from  1955-86  for  everything  from  the  “Ring”  cycle  to  solo 
piano  sessions,  including  Decca’s  first  digital  recording.  The  hall,  where  the 
Decca  team  had  had  their  own  flat  and  control  room,  was  burnt  out  in  2001  (see 
“Gramophone”  November  2001,  page  16).  [372  entries] 

STEPHANSDOM,  VIENNA  (cl 469)  was  visited  for  a live  recording  in  1991. 

YAMAHA  CENTRE,  VIENNA  (1986),  a showroom  for  the  company’s  wind 
and  keyboard  instruments,  was  selected  for  a 1989  piano  recital. 


GERMANY 


Grosse  Halle,  SCHLOSS  ANSBACH,  Bavaria  (1575),  where  an  annual  Bach 
Festival  began  in  1948,  was  used  for  a related  recording  in  1955. 

ST .FRIDOLIN S -MUN STER,  BAD  SACKINGEN,  Baden- Wurttemberg  (1755) 
was  visited  in  1994  to  record  the  new  organ  (Klais,  1993). 

FESTSPIELHAUS,  BAYREUTH,  Bavaria  (1876),  a 1900  seat  opera  house, 
staged  six  productions,  from  1951-55  and  in  1983,  that  were  recorded  live. 

MARKGRAFLICHES  OPERNHAUS,  BAYREUTH,  Bavaria  (1748),  a 500  seat 
house,  was  chosen  for  a couple  of  vocal  recordings  in  1992  and  1996. 

ANDREASKIRCHE,  WANNSEE,  BERLIN  (1896)  was  the  2008  venue  for 
recording  the  New  Seasons  Ensemble. 

BABELSBERG  FILM  STUDIOS,  near  BERLIN  (1912),  with  a 1929  sound 
stage,  were  modernised  from  1992  and  hosted  a 2001  album  of  arias. 

FRIEDENAUER  KAMMERKONZERTE,  BERLIN  (1986),  a recital  room  set 
in  a town  house  (1907),  was  favoured  just  once  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1989. 

FUNKHAUS,  Nalepastrasse,  KOPENICK,  BERLIN  (1951),  the  headquarters  of 
East  German  Radio  until  1989,  was  visited  for  six  recordings  from  1995-96. 

HANSA-STUDIO,  Kothenerstrasse,  BERLIN  (1972),  built  for  pop  music,  was 
selected  for  three  projects  from  1989-92. 

JESUS-CHRISTUS-KIRCHE,  DAHLEM,  BERLIN  (1932),  a venue 
favoured  by  Karajan,  was  used  first  with  him  in  1972  and  then  regularly  for  all 
sorts  of  sessions  from  1982-97.  [54  entries] 

Evangelische  JOHANNES  STIFT,  SPANDAU,  BERLIN  (1858),  an  abbey 
church,  was  chosen  for  two  1968  operatic  recordings. 


PHILHARMONIE,  BERLIN  (1963),  a 2450  seat  concert  hall,  hosted  three  live 
recordings  of  the  resident  orchestra  guest  conducted  by  Solti  from  1993-96. 

RIAS  [Rundfunk  im  Amerikanischen  Sektor]  STUDIOS,  Wilmersdorf,  BERLIN 
(1948)  were  used  twice  in  1988  for  Ute  Lemper’s  Weill  series. 

SCHAUSPIELHAUS,  BERLIN  (1821),  rebuilt  as  an  1850  seat  concert  hall  in 
1984,  was  the  Deutsches  Symphony’s  venue  for  eight  recordings  from  1992-95. 

SFB  [Sender  Freies  Berlin]  STUDIOS,  Charlottenburg,  BERLIN  (1931)  were 
visited  in  1998  to  record  an  operetta  for  the  Entartete  Musik  series. 

SIEMENS  VILLA,  Lichterfelde,  BERLIN  (1929),  a music  room  attached  to  a 
mansion,  was  the  source  of  a licensed  1987  New  Line  piano  recording. 

TELDEC  STUDIOS,  Lichterfelde,  BERLIN  (1950),  inherited  from  Telefunken 
and  eventually  sold  off  by  Warner  in  2001  and  re-named  TELDEX,  were  used 
for  instrumental  recordings  on  three  occasions  from  1998-2007. 

RUDOLF-OETKER-HALLE,  BIELEFELD,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1930),  a 
1600  seat  concert  hall,  was  selected  for  the  first  batch  of  sessions  for  Dorati’s 
Haydn  symphony  cycle  in  1969,  but  dissatisfaction  with  the  venue  saw  the  rest 
of  the  series  transferred  to  Marl. 

FREIE  WALDORFSCHULE,  BREMEN  (1974),  a school  hall,  was  favoured  for 
a 1994  recording  of  the  Deutsche  Kammerphilharmonie. 

Sendesaal,  RADIO  BREMEN  (1952)  was  chosen  for  the  same  locally-based 
ensemble  in  1993. 

Grosses  Sendesaal,  FUNKHAUS,  COLOGNE,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1950) 
hosted  two  concerts  by  the  resident  orchestra  broadcast  in  1953  and  1956. 

PHILHARMONIE,  COLOGNE,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1986),  a 2200  seat 
concert  hall,  was  visited  a couple  of  times,  in  1996  and  2005. 

ALTE  OPER,  FRANKFURT,  Hesse  (1880),  rebuilt  as  a 2500  seat  concert  hall 
in  1981,  was  used  twice  in  1984  and  once  more  for  a live  recording  in  1996. 

BARTOLOMAUSKIRCHE,  HALLE,  Saxony-Anhalt  (1742),  close  to  Handel’s 
birth  place,  was  deemed  apt  for  recording  his  concertos  on  the  organ  (Contius, 
1743)  in  2008. 

BENDESDORF  FILM  STUDIOS,  HAMBURG  (1947)  were  the  source  of  a 
1990  television  documentary. 

FRIEDR1CH-EB ERT-HAEEF.,  Harburg,  near  HAMBURG  (1965),  a multi- 
purpose hall,  was  the  venue  for  four  piano  recordings  from  1981-2008. 


MUSIKHALLE,  HAMBURG  (1908),  a 2000  seat  concert  hall,  staged  a 1992 
performance  by  Ute  Lemper  and  Michael  Nyman. 

E V AN GELISCHE  KIRCHE,  HONRATH,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1857) 
hosted  two  string  quartet  recordings  in  1992  and  1995. 

LiebfrauenMUNSTER,  INGOLSTADT,  Bavaria  (1407)  was  visited  by  Argo  in 
1989  to  record  the  organ  (Klais,  1977). 

Neues  GEWANDHAUS,  LEIPZIG,  Saxony  (1981),  a 1900  seat  concert  hall, 
was  chosen  for  recording  the  resident  orchestra,  latterly  usually  live,  on  thirteen 
occasions  from  1995-2008. 

PAUL  GERHARDT-KIRCHE,  LEIPZIG,  Saxony  (1900)  was  used  seven  times 
from  1991-96,  mainly  for  operatic,  choral  and  vocal  sessions. 

Evangelische  SCHLOSS  Kirche,  LUDWIGSBURG,  Baden- Wurttemberg 
(1726)  was  the  venue  for  most  of  the  Stuttgart  Chamber  Orchestra’s  recordings 
from  1964-85.  [18  entries] 

DOMK1RCHE,  MAINZ,  Rhineland-Palatinate  (cl 200)  witnessed  a televised 
concert  in  2005. 

ST.BONIFATIUS  KIRCHE,  MARL,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (cl 900)  was  used 
eleven  times  from  1970-75  for  most  of  the  Philharmonia  Hungarica’s  sessions. 

DOMKIRCHE,  MERSEBURG,  Saxony-Anhalt  (cl517),  another  cathedral,  was 
visited  in  1992  to  record  works  by  Liszt  on  an  instrument  (Ladegast,  1855) 
admired  by  the  composer. 

DEUTSCHES  MUSEUM,  MUNICH,  Bavaria  (1925)  had  to  substitute  for  a 
concert  hall  when  the  VPO  was  broadcast  live  during  a 1951  visit. 

HERKULESSAAL,  Residenz,  MUNICH,  Bavaria  (1953),  a 1200  seat  concert 
hall,  was  used  for  six  symphonic  or  operatic  recordings  with  the  Bavarian  Radio 
Symphony  Orchestra  from  1977-82. 

MARKUSKIRCHE,  MUNICH,  Bavaria  (1876),  where  Karl  Richter  presided  at 
the  organ  (Steinmeyer,  1936),  was  the  venue  for  Handel’s  concertos  in  1958. 

PHILHARMONIE  AM  GASTEIG,  MUNICH,  Bavaria  (1985),  a 2400  seat 
concert  hall,  was  the  source  of  a live  2008  recording  of  the  resident  orchestra. 

REITSTADEL,  NEUMARKT-in-der-Oberpfalz,  Bavaria  (1981),  a 450  seat 
cultural  centre,  was  chosen  for  chamber,  piano  and  vocal  recordings  on  nine 
occasions  from  1991-2006. 


NATION ALMUSEUM,  NUREMBERG,  Bavaria  (1852)  houses  historic 
keyboard  instruments  recorded  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  in  1982. 

DOMKIRCHE,  RATZEBURG,  Schleswig-Holstein  (cl 220)  was  visited  by 
Argo  five  times  from  1979-90  to  record  the  new  organ  (Rieger,  1978). 

L1EDERHALLE,  STUTTGART,  Baden- Wurttemberg  (1956)  comprises  a 2000 
seat  concert  hall  and  the  750  seat  MOZART-SAAL,  which  together  hosted  five 
Stuttgart  Chamber  Orchestra  recordings  from  1963-69. 

FESTHALLE,  VIERSEN,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1913),  a 1000  seat  concert 
hall,  was  used  in  1987  to  record  Camerata  Academica  Salzburg. 

FRIEDHOFSKIRCHE,  WUPPERTAL,  North  Rhine  Westphalia  (1898)  was  the 
source  of  a licensed  recording  in  1996-97. 


ELSEWHERE  (Greece.  Hungary,  former  Czechoslovakia  & Yugolavia) 

DIMITRIS  MITROPOULOS  HALL,  ATHENS,  Greece  (1991),  a 500  seat 
concert  hall,  was  a venue  for  Ashkenazy  whilst  on  tour  in  1998. 

CONVENTION  CENTRE,  BUDAPEST,  Hungary  (1984),  a 1750  seat 
auditorium,  staged  a 1990  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra  concert. 

HUNGAROTON  STUDIO,  Rottenbiller  Street,  BUDAPEST,  Hungary  (1951) 
produced  a 1975  Hungarian  State  Symphony  Orchestra  recording. 

ITALIAN  INSTITUTE,  BUDAPEST,  Hungary  (1866),  originally  the  parliament 
building,  was  visited  in  1997  to  record  the  Budapest  Festival  Orchestra. 

Reformed  CHURCH  IN  TOROCKO  SQUARE,  BUDAPEST,  Hungary, 
regularly  used  by  Hungaroton  from  the  1960s.  hosted  a single  orchestral 
recording  in  1974. 

CZECH  RADIO  STUDIO,  PRAGUE,  Czech  Republic  (1932),  the  source  of  a 
licensed  recording  in  1992,  was  replaced  by  new  studios  in  2000. 

HOUSE  OF  ARTISTS,  PRAGUE,  Czech  Republic  (1884),  an  1 100  seat  concert 
hall  home  to  the  Czech  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  was  visited  in  1972  for  a live 
Phase  Four  recording.  Renamed  the  DVORAK  HALL,  RUDOLFINUM,  it  was 
used  on  five  more  occasions  from  1992-2007. 

STATE  OPERA,  PRAGUE,  Czech  Republic  (1887),  a 1000  seat  house,  had  a 
1997  production  recorded  live  for  Entartete  Musik. 

DOME  OF  CULTURE,  BELGRADE,  Serbia,  a cinema  in  a cultural  complex 
(probably  replaced  by  the  Sava  Centre,  1979),  was  used  to  record  six  operas  in 


1955.  “Dome”  was  a mistranslation  of  dom  = home:  Belgrade’s  dome,  the 
largest  in  the  world  until  1965.  housed  a trade  fair  and  was  not  built  until  1957. 

NATIONAL  THEATRE,  ZAGREB,  Croatia  (1895),  a 1200  seat  house,  was  the 
probable  venue  for  four  1955  recordings. 

Venues  have  not  been  identified  for  a few  recordings  made  in  Hamburg  in  1952, 
Vienna  in  1953  & 1958,  Berlin  in  1959  & 1992  and  Budapest  in  1972-73.

Decca  Inc.  (USA)  was  formed  in  1934.  Despite  signing  Segovia  and  (briefly) 
Heifetz,  its  classical  catalogue  did  not  amount  to  much  as  it  drifted  away  from 
the  parent  company  in  the  1940s.  London  Records  was  set  up  to  replace  it  and 
for  nearly  twenty  years  seemed  content  to  operate  as  a supplier  of  European 
recordings  to  the  US  market.  In  the  1950s,  a handful  of  American  orchestras 
(Philadelphia,  Boston,  Chicago,  New  York)  recorded  extensively  for  RCA 
Victor  or  American  Columbia.  A few  more  (Cleveland,  Minneapolis,  Detroit) 
had  successful  partnerships  with  such  labels  as  Epic  and  Mercury.  Of  the  rest, 
Utah  and  Houston  picked  up  a few  sessions  from  Vanguard  and  Everest,  who 
were  more  active  in  Europe.  The  majors  began  to  follow  them,  American 
Columbia  opting  to  record  its  Copland  series  in  London,  where  Previn  was 
being  kept  busy  by  RCA. 

In  response  to  a perception  that  American  record  buyers  preferred  American 
orchestras,  Decca  made  a bold  move  against  the  trend,  announcing  in  1967  that 
the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  had  become  “The  first  American  orchestra  to  be 
exclusively  contracted  by  a British  recording  company.”  EMI,  Deutsche 
Grammophon  and  Philips  quickly  followed  and  by  the  early  ’70s  most  North 
American  orchestras  with  recording  contracts  were  linked  to  European  labels. 
Decca  recorded  regularly  in  Los  Angeles  until  1980,  and  in  Chicago  (1970- 
1998),  Washington  (1972-75),  Cleveland  (1973-97),  Boston  (1975-78),  Detroit 
(1978-84),  Montreal  (1980-2000),  San  Francisco  (1987-95)  and  St.Paul, 
Minnesota  (1989-97),  plus  occasional  visits  to  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 
Several  American  ensembles  recorded  for  Florilegium  from  1985-92.  As  part  of 
Argo’s  venture  into  American  music,  there  were  sessions  in  Baltimore  and 
elsewhere  from  1990-97.  Thereafter  a much  reduced  programme  concentrated 
mainly  on  recordings  featuring  Renee  Fleming.

VENUES 


Sixty  different  venues  were  used,  sixteen  in  New  York,  thirty-nine  in  other 
states  and  five  in  Canada,  but  only  eight  (those  in  bold)  hosted  more  than  ten 
entries,  whilst  twenty-eight  were  only  visited  once.

AVATAR  STUDIOS,  West  53rd  Street,  NEW  YORK  (1977),  converted  from  a 
former  electricity  power  station,  then  renamed  in  1996,  were  used  just  once  for  a 
2001  vocal  recording. 

AVERY  FISHER  HALL,  Lincoln  Center,  West  65th  Street,  NEW  YORK 
(1962),  a 2700  seat  concert  hall,  was  a venue  twice,  in  1979  and  1981. 

BMG  [Bertelsmann  Music  Group]  STUDIOS,  WEST  44TH  STREET,  NEW 
YORK  (1969),  which  had  been  RCA  Studios  until  1987,  hosted  three  recordings 
in  Argo’s  American  music  series  from  1991-92  but  closed  the  following  year. 

CARNEGIE  HALL,  West  57th  Street,  NEW  YORK  (1891),  a 2800  seat  concert 
hall,  was  visited  for  seven,  mostly  live,  recordings  from  1954-94. 

CENTRAL  PARK,  West  59  & 1 10th  Streets,  NEW  YORK  was  the  open  air 
setting  for  Pavarotti’s  1993  concert. 

HIT  FACTORY,  West  54th  Street,  NEW  YORK  (1992)  was  selected  for  two 
vocal  recordings  from  1998-2001,  but  closed  in  2005  and  was  turned  into 
residential  apartments. 

MANHATTAN  CENTER,  West  34th  Street,  NEW  YORK  (1906),  built  as  an 
opera  house  but  used  for  recordings  from  1926,  was  visited  on  five  occasions 
from  1992-98,  three  being  for  Metropolitan  Opera  sessions  and  two  for  Argo 
with  the  American  Composers  Orchestra. 

MASONIC  HALL,  West  23rd  Street,  NEW  YORK  (1912),  a 1200  seat 
auditorium,  hosted  the  Orchestra  of  St. Luke’s  for  a 1999  album  of  arias. 

METROPOLITAN  OPERA,  Lincoln  Center,  West  62nd  Street,  NEW  YORK 
(1966),  a 3900  seat  house,  produced  two  live  videos  in  1988  and  2007. 

PERFORMING  ARTS  CENTER,  State  University,  PURCHASE,  NEW  YORK 
State  (1978)  was  chosen  for  three  diverse  recordings  from  1986-2001. 

LEFRAK  CONCERT  HALL,  QUEENS  COLLEGE,  Flushing,  NEW  YORK 
(1961 ),  a 500  seat  hall,  was  used  from  1994-96  for  four  recordings,  with  one 
more  in  the  adjacent  2100  seat  COLDEN  CENTER  Auditorium. 

RIGHT  TRACK  RECORDING  STUDIO,  West  38th  Street,  NEW  YORK 
(2001 ) was  the  venue  for  a single  vocal  recording  in  2003. 

ST.THOMAS  Church,  FIFTH  AVENUE,  West  53rd  Street,  NEW  YORK 
(1913)  was  visited  by  Argo  in  1989  to  record  the  choir. 


TROY  SAVINGS  BANK  Music  Hall,  Troy,  NEW  YORK  State  (1875),  a 1250 
seat  concert  hall  home  to  the  Albany  Symphony  Orchestra,  was  used  for  three 
recordings  in  Argo’s  contemporary  American  music  series  from  1994-96.

(1982),  a 2400  seat  concert  hall,  was  used  to  record  the  resident  orchestra  on 
eight  occasions  from  1990-96. 

EVELYN  CHAPEL,  Weslyan  University,  BLOOMINGTON,  Illinois  (1984) 
hosted  a 1991  song  recital  as  part  of  Argo’s  American  music  series. 

METHUEN  MEMORIAL  MUSIC  HALL,  BOSTON,  Massachusetts  (1909), 
built  to  house  an  organ  (Walcker,  1863)  removed  from  Boston  Music  Hall  in 
1884,  was  used  mainly  by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  from  1987-96.  Argo  recorded  the 
organ  (rebuilt  by  Aeolian  Skinner,  1947)  in  1988.  [ 14  entries] 

SYMPHONY  HALL,  BOSTON,  Massachusetts  (1900),  a 2600  seat  concert 
hall,  was  visited  three  times  from  1975-78  for  Phase  Four  recordings  of  the  Pops 
Orchestra  and  once  in  1992  for  the  BSO. 

CIVIC  OPERA  HOUSE,  CHICAGO,  Illinois  (1929),  a 3500  seat  house,  staged 
a 1956  live  concert  recording. 

MEDINAH  TEMPLE,  CHICAGO,  Illinois  (1912),  a 4200  seat  masonic  hall 
also  used  by  EMI  from  1969,  was  favoured  for  most  Chicago  SO  sessions  from 
1970-81  and  a few  more  in  1986.  It  closed  in  2000  and  was  refurbished  as  a 
department  store  in  2003.  [24  entries] 

ORCHESTRA  HALL,  CHICAGO,  Illinois  (1904),  a 2500  seat  concert  hall, 
appeared  in  several  videos  from  1976,  but  Decca  was  reluctant  to  record  there 
until  renovation  work  reversed  changes  that  had  been  made  to  the  acoustic 
quality  in  1966  (see  “Gramophone”  October  1982,  page  423).  It  was  then  used 
regularly  from  1981-98.  [54  entries] 

MUSIC  HALL,  CINCINNATI,  Ohio  (1878),  a 3500  seat  concert  hall,  was 
visited  in  1951  to  record  the  resident  orchestra. 

MASONIC  AUDITORIUM,  CLEVELAND,  Ohio  (1920),  a 2200  seat  hall, 
was  preferred  to  Severance  Hall  from  1973-90  and  in  1997.  [43  entries] 


SEVERANCE  HALL,  CLEVELAND,  Ohio  (1931),  a 2100  seat  concert  hall, 
was  accepted  for  recording  the  resident  orchestra  from  1990-96.  [27  entries] 

GIANDOMENICO  STUDIOS,  COLLINGSWOOD,  New  Jersey  (1994),  a 1200 
seat  cinema  until  1962,  were  used  in  1995  to  record  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

OLD  ORCHESTRA  HALL,  DETROIT,  Michigan  (1919),  a 2000  seat  concert 
hall,  was  tried  just  once  in  1984. 

UNITED  ARTISTS  AUDITORIUM,  DETROIT,  Michigan  (1928),  a 2000  seat 
cinema  until  1974,  was  chosen  for  nine  batches  of  DSO  sessions  from  1978-83 
but  has  since  become  derelict. 

Au-Rene  Theater,  BROWARD  CENTER,  FORT  LAUDERDALE,  Florida 
(1991),  a 2700  seat  concert  hall,  was  visited  five  times  from  1992-95,  mainly  to 
record  the  New  World  Symphony  for  Argo’s  American  music  series. 

Cullen  Theater,  WORTHAM  CENTER,  HOUSTON,  Texas  (1987),  an  1100 
seat  house,  staged  two  productions  recorded  in  1995  and  1997. 

HILBERT  CIRCLE  THEATER,  INDIANAPOLIS,  Indiana  (1984),  a 1700  seat 
concert  hall  adapted  from  a cinema  (1916),  was  used  for  two  recordings  of  the 
resident  orchestra  in  1997. 

CAPITOL  STUDIOS,  North  Vine  Street,  LOS  ANGELES,  California  (1956) 
hosted  a single  instrumental  recording  in  2006  but  closed  later  that  year. 

DODGER  STADIUM,  LOS  ANGELES,  California  (1962),  a 56000  seat  arena, 
was  the  venue  for  the  Three  Tenors’  1994  open  air  concert. 

DOROTHY  CHANDLER  PAVILION,  LOS  ANGELES,  California  (1964),  a 
3200  seat  opera  house,  was  the  source  of  a live  video  in  2006. 

ROYCE  HALL,  University  of  California,  LOS  ANGELES,  California  (1929), 
an  1 800  seat  concert  hall,  was  used  to  record  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic 
Orchestra  from  1967-80,  joined  by  the  organ  (Skinner,  1930)  on  one  occasion  in 
1970.  [18  entries] 

20TH  CENTURY  FOX  & MGM  [Metro  Goldwyn  Mayer]  STUDIOS,  LOS 
ANGELES,  California  shared  Pavarotti’s  1981-82  film  sessions. 

DV  STUDIOS,  MILWAUKEE,  Wisconsin,  established  by  engineer  and 
keyboards  player  David  Vartanian  in  the  1980s,  hosted  a 1995  recording  for 
Argo’s  contemporary  American  music  series. 

ORCHESTRA  HALL,  MINNEAPOLIS,  Minnesota  (1974),  a 2500  seat  concert 
hall  home  to  the  Minnesota  Orchestra,  was  another  venue  used  just  once  for 
Argo’s  contemporary  American  music  series  in  1996. 


TED  MANN  CONCERT  HALL,  University  of  Minnesota,  MINNEAPOLIS, 
Minnesota  (1993),  a 1200  seat  hall,  was  visited  in  1997  for  the  St. Paul  Chamber 
Orchestra’s  contribution  to  Argo’s  contemporary  American  music  series. 

CAROLYN  BLOUNT  THEATER,  MONTGOMERY,  Alabama  (1985),  a 750 
seat  house,  staged  a piano  recital  in  1988. 

L’Eglise  ST.EUSTACHE,  MONTREAL,  Quebec,  Canada  (1819)  was 
cherished  from  1980-2000  for  everything  from  opera  to  solo  piano.  [70  entries] 

La  Cathedrale  ST. JEROME,  near  MONTREAL,  Quebec,  Canada  (1897)  hosted 
a large-scale  choral  recording  in  1997. 

SALLE  WILFRID-PELLETIER,  Place-des-Arts,  MONTREAL,  Quebec, 

Canada  (1963),  a 3000  seat  concert  hall,  was  visited  in  1996  for  a single  live 
recording  of  the  resident  orchestra. 

Andrew  Jackson  Hall,  TENNESSEE  PERFORMING  ARTS  CENTER, 
NASHVILLE,  Tennessee  (1980),  a 2500  seat  auditorium,  staged  an  opera  that 
was  recorded  in  2006. 

GIRARD  COLLEGE  CHAPEL,  PHILADELPHIA,  Pennsylvania  (1933)  was 
favoured  twice  by  Argo  from  1988-94,  initially  for  the  organ  (Skinner,  1933). 

MEMORIAL  HALL,  PHILADELPHIA,  Pennsylvania  (1876)  included  a sports 
hall  that  served  for  four  orchestral  recordings  from  1990-93.  The  building 
reopened  as  a museum  in  2008. 

UNIVERSITY  CHAPEL,  PRINCETON,  New  Jersey  (1928)  was  visited  in  1995 
to  record  the  organ  (Skinner,  1928). 

ORDWAY  HALL,  ST.PAUL,  Minnesota  (1985),  a 1900  seat  concert  hall,  was 
used  five  times  for  recording  the  resident  chamber  orchestra  from  1989-93. 

MORMON  TABERNACLE,  SALT  LAKE  CITY,  Utah  (1867),  a 6500  seat 
auditorium,  was  visited  on  four  occasions  from  1989-91,  including  a duet  recital 
on  the  organ  (Aeolian  Skinner,  1948). 

DAVIES  SYMPHONY  HALL,  SAN  FRANCISCO,  California  (1980),  a 2750 
seat  concert  hall,  was  used  for  the  resident  orchestra  from  1987-95.  [28  entries] 

War  Memorial  OPERA  HOUSE,  SAN  FRANCISCO,  California  (1932),  a 3100 
seat  house,  staged  a production  preserved  in  a 1993  video. 

George  Lucas’s  SKYWALKER  RANCH,  NICASIO,  near  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
California  includes  a recording  studio  (1987)  used  by  the  California  Symphony 
for  one  of  Argo’s  contemporary  American  music  series  in  1997. 


SEIJI  OZAWA  HALL,  TANGLEWOOD,  Lenox,  Massachusetts  (1994),  a 1200 
seat  concert  hall,  hosted  three  chamber  or  vocal  recordings  from  1995-96. 

MASSEY  HALL,  TORONTO,  Ontario,  Canada  (1894),  a 2750  seat  concert 
hall,  was  the  source  of  a 1969  licensed  piano  recording. 

OUR  LADY  OF  SORROWS  Church,  TORONTO,  Ontario,  Canada  (1940)  was 
visited  four  times  by  Argo  to  record  the  organ  (Casavant,  1964)  from  1974-81. 

KRANNERT  CENTER,  University  of  Illinois,  URBANA,  Illinois  (1969),  a 
2000  seat  concert  hall,  was  tried  in  1972  for  four  CSO  recordings  and  a song 
recital,  but  thereafter  Medinah  Temple  in  Chicago  was  preferred. 

ALL  SOULS’  Unitarian  Church,  WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (1923)  was  visited  by 
Argo  in  1975  to  record  the  organ  (Rieger,  1969). 

CONSTITUTION  HALL,  WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (1929),  a 3700  seat  concert 
hall,  was  used  for  recording  the  resident  National  Symphony  Orchestra  on  five 
occasions  from  1972-75. 

Venues  have  not  been  identified  for  a few  recordings  made  in  Toronto  in  1968, 
Montreal  in  1971  & 1990,  New  York  in  1976  and  Canada  in  1977.

Nordish  Polyphon  was  Decca’s  agency  in  Denmark  and  from  1946-54  the 
company  supplied  ffrr  technology  in  return  for  Scandinavian  repertoire.  During 
the  1960s  Stockholm  and  Helsinki  provided  a few  more  discs.  Later  Mozart  was 
recorded  with  Drottningholm  Court  Theatre  forces  from  1984-92  and  Nielsen  in 
Copenhagen  in  1995-96. 

Numerous  stereo  LPs  of  Spanish  music  were  licensed  from  Discos  Columbia 
SA,  but  Decca  did  not  record  there  itself  until  the  1990s.  Three  Spanish  operas 
led  on  to  a more  international  repertoire,  with  new  concert  halls  attracting 
visiting  orchestras. 

Moscow  orchestras  were  recorded  during  visits  to  London  in  1962-63,  but 
Decca  was  not  able  to  work  inside  Russia  until  the  1990s,  when  the 
St.Petersburg  Philharmonic  recorded  with  both  Ashkenazy  and  Solti. 

Decca  was  keen  to  record  the  Israel  Philharmonic  from  1957,  but  was  unable  to 
find  a satisfactory  home  venue,  catching  it  on  tour  in  London  in  1968  and  1975 
and  Rome  in  1969,  but  settling  on  Tel  Aviv  from  1976-80. 

From  the  1970s  organists  like  Peter  Hurford  and  Gillian  Weir  were  recording  all 
over  the  world  and  by  the  turn  of  the  century  Decca  was  inclined  to  follow  its 
artists  to  Japan,  Finland,  Australia  or  Poland  and  to  arrange  sessions  (or, 
increasingly,  live  recordings)  almost  anywhere.

VENUES 


Forty-three  different  venues  were  used,  twelve  in  Scandinavia,  eleven  in  Spain, 
seven  in  Japan,  five  in  Australia  and  eight  elsewhere,  but  only  two  (those  in 
bold)  hosted  more  than  five  entries,  whilst  twenty-eight  were  only  visited  once.

GRIEGHALLEN,  BERGEN,  Norway  (1978),  a 1500  seat  concert  hall,  was 
visited  to  record  the  resident  orchestra  in  1981. 

DANISH  RADIO  CONCERT  HALL,  COPENHAGEN,  Denmark  (1945),  an 
1100  seat  auditorium,  was  specified  for  many  recordings  from  1946-54,  and  two 
more  in  1995-96,  though  some  of  the  chamber  and  instrumental  sessions  may 
have  taken  place  elsewhere.  The  hall’s  organ  (Marcussen,  1946)  was  recorded  in 
1953.  [32  entries] 


Unidentified  venues  in  HELSINKI,  Finland  - perhaps  the  UNIVERSITY  HALL 
(1832),  used  by  EMI  in  1954,  or  possibly  the  1400  seat  HALL  OF  CULTURE 
(1958)  - were  chosen  for  licensed  recordings  of  each  of  the  local  orchestras  in 
1968-69.  The  city’s  Finlandia  Hall  did  not  open  until  1971. 

MUSIC  CENTRE,  KUOPIO,  Finland  (1985),  a 1000  seat  concert  hall,  was  yet 
another  location  for  recording  Ashkenazy’s  piano  repertoire  in  1999. 

GREAT  HALL,  UNIVERSITY,  OSLO,  Norway  (1911)  staged  a 1956  opera 
broadcast. 

NORWEGIAN  RADIO  STUDIOS,  OSLO,  Norway  (1945)  hosted  a broadcast 
recital  by  Kathleen  Ferrier  in  1949. 

ROSENBORG  STUDIOS,  OSLO,  Norway  (1970)  were  the  source  of  a 1972 
instrumental  recording  licensed  to  Argo. 

BERWALDHALLEN,  STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (1979),  a 1300  seat  concert 
hall,  was  the  venue  for  an  album  of  arias  with  the  resident  Swedish  Radio 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  2000. 

GUSTAV  VASA  CHURCH,  STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (1906)  was  visited  in 
1963  to  record  sacred  songs  with  the  organ  (Akerman  & Lund,  1906). 

KONSERTHUS,  STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (1926),  an  1800  seat  concert  hall, 
was  used  to  record  the  resident  orchestra,  probably  four  times  from  1951-69. 

NACKA  AULA,  STOCKHOLM,  Sweden,  a 600  seat  school  hall,  was  favoured 
by  L’Oiseau-Lyre  from  1984-92  for  four  Mozart  operas  with  Drottningholm 
Court  Theatre  forces. 

ROYAL  ACADEMY  OF  MUSIC,  STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (1771)  hosted  a 
1966  recording  of  the  Stockholm  Radio  Orchestra. 

Venues  have  not  been  identified  for  four  Stockholm  recordings  from  1952-2002.

CENTRE  CULTURAL,  SANT  CUGAT,  BARCELONA  (1993),  an  800  seat 
theatre,  was  selected  in  1998  for  two  recordings  with  the  Barcelona  SO. 

PALAU  DE  LA  MUSICA  CATALANA,  BARCELONA  (1908),  a 2200  seat 
concert  hall,  was  the  venue  for  Cecilia  Bartoli’s  filmed  2007  recital. 


PALACIO  DE  LA  OPERA,  A CORUNA  (1989),  a 1700  seat  hall  known  as 
Palacio  de  Congresos  until  2005,  was  visited  in  2007  to  record  the  resident 
Galicia  Symphony  Orchestra. 

AUD1TORIO  NACIONAL,  MADRID  (1988),  a 2300  seat  concert  hall,  was 
used  for  two  operatic  recordings  in  1999  and  2002. 

RTNE  [Radio  Television  Nacional  de  Espana]  STUDIO,  MADRID  (1964)  was 
the  location  for  a 1993  piano  recording. 

TEATRO  REAL,  MADRID  (1850),  a 1700  seat  opera  house,  staged  a Pavarotti 
song  recital  in  1999  and  an  opera  in  2005. 

CATEDRAL  NUEVA,  SALAMANCA  (1733)  was  visited  in  1991  to  record 
concertos  on  the  two  organs  (anon.  & Echevarria,  1744). 

AUDITORIO  DE  GALICIA,  SANTIAGO  DE  COMPOSTELA  (1989),  a 1000 
seat  concert  hall,  was  chosen  for  recording  the  visiting  Mahler  Chamber 
Orchestra  in  2008. 

MONASTERIO  DEL  PARRAL,  SEGOVIA  (cl459)  hosted  1991  sessions  for 
“Music  in  the  Time  of  Columbus”. 

PALAU  DE  LES  ARTS  “REIN A SOFIA”,  VALENCIA  (2005),  a 1700  seat 
opera  house,  was  the  venue  for  two  albums  of  arias  in  2007-8. 

CENTRO  CULTURAL  Miguel  Delibes,  VALLADOLID  (2007),  a 1700  seat 
concert  hall,  was  used  twice  in  2008  to  record  II  Giardino  Armonico. 


POLAND.  RUSSIA  & ISRAEL 

CATHEDRAL  OF  CHRIST  THE  KING,  KATOWICE  (1955)  was  visited  in 
1989  for  an  Argo  choral  recording. 

PHILHARMONIC  HALL,  WARSAW  (1955),  a 1100  seat  concert  hall,  was 
used  to  record  Chopin  with  the  resident  orchestra  in  2003. 

MARIINSKY  THEATRE,  ST.PETERSBURG  (1860),  a 1600  seat  opera  house, 
was  the  2006  venue  for  two  ballet  and  operatic  recordings. 

PHILHARMONIC  HALL,  ST.PETERSBURG  (1921),  a 1500  seat  concert  hall 
that  was  originally  a state  assembly  hall  (1839),  was  used  to  record  both  the 
visiting  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1990  and  then  the  resident  orchestra  on 
four  occasions  from  1994-96. 

BINYANEI  HA’UMA,  JERUSALEM  (1963),  a 3100  seat  convention  centre, 
was  tried  just  once  for  recording  the  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestra  in  1974. 


TIFFERET  CINEMA,  RISHON-LE-ZION  was  selected  for  three  IPO 
recordings  in  1957,  a few  months  before  the  opening  of  the  Mann  Auditorium. 

HADAR  CINEMA,  Ramat,  TEL- AVIV  was  chosen  for  two  batches  of  IPO 
sessions  in  1962,  owing  to  dissatisfaction  with  the  Mann  Auditorium.  By  2009  it 
had  been  demolished  and  replaced  by  a residential  tower-block. 

MANN  AUDITORIUM,  TEL-AVIV  (1957),  a 2750  seat  concert  hall,  was 
used  sporadically  for  orchestral  and  operatic  sessions  from  1958-99.  [14  entries] 


JAPAN 

ARAKAWA  PUBLIC  HALL,  TOKYO,  used  by  various  record  companies 
during  the  1970s  and  ’80s,  was  the  source  of  a licensed  1978  piano  recording. 

ISHIBASHI  MEMORIAL  HALL,  TOKYO  (1974),  a 600  seat  university  hall, 
was  the  venue  for  another  licensed  1978  piano  recording. 

JVC  [JAPANESE  VICTOR  COMPANY]  VICTOR  STUDIOS,  Shibuya-Ku, 
TOKYO  produced  a 1992  film  music  album. 

MEGURO  PERSIMMON  HALL,  TOKYO  (2002),  a 1200  seat  concert  hall,  was 
used  to  record  the  NHK  Symphony  Orchestra  in  2006. 

NHK  [Nippon  Hoso  Kyokai]  HALL,  Shibuya-Ku,  TOKYO  (1973),  a 3700  seat 
auditorium,  hosted  a 2000  concert  by  the  resident  orchestra. 

SUMIDA  TRIPHONY  HALL,  TOKYO  (1997),  an  1800  seat  concert  hall,  was 
another  location  for  recording  the  NHK  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1998. 

SUNTORY  HALL,  Minato-Ku,  TOKYO  (1986),  a 2000  seat  concert  hall, 
staged  a live  2006  recording  of  the  NHK  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  venue  for  a 1966  instrumental  recording  has  not  been  identified.
